
Suspect 
Questioned, 
But No 
Arrest Yet 
In Ray Case

A suspect in the Tony Ray 
murder case was detained for 
questioning by San Francisco 
Police at the comer of Hemlock 
Alley and Polk Street at about 
4:30 p.m. Sunday, March 5 - 
ironically, the same time in the 
afternoon that Ray was shot and 
killed with a handgun a year ago. 

However, according to 
Sergeant Barbara Davis, public 
information officer for the 
department, there was no arrest. 

Witnesses told the B.A.R. a 
patron in a nearby bar spotted 
the young blond suspect, only a 
few blocks south of where the 
shooting took place, and called 
911 to report his whereabouts to 
authorities. 

A plainclothesman with a 
mobile telephone stood next to 
the youth as he sat dejectedly 
on the curb across from Le 
Salon for a lengthy period of 
time on Sunday. Numerous 
strollers stopped momentarily 
out of curiosity. 

Lieutenant Gary Pisciotto, 
head of San Francisco’s homicide 
detail, told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“The fellow questioned was 
brought in and interviewed, but he 
has been cleared.” It was apparent¬ 
ly a case of mistaken identity, 
Pisciotto said: the man had the 
same first name and was of similar 
description, but he was not the pri¬ 
mary suspect police sought 

Inspector Brad Nicholson, 
who has been assigned the case, 
is still out on disability. Pisciotto 
said he had placed veteran 
inspectors Alex Fagan and Mike 
Johnson - the detectives who 
have also been working on the 
still-unsolved Tom Wenger mur¬ 
der - on the Ray case. 

The questioning quickly fol¬ 
lowed a demand for action by 
Carole Migden and her col¬ 
leagues on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors. Ray, a gay 
man, was shot on Polk Street 
March 24, 1994, in front of some 
15 eyewitnesses. No arrests have 
been made to date. ▼

San Francisco Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi 
successfully led efforts to stave off over $35 mil¬ 
lion in AIDS funding cuts proposed by a House 
Appropriations Committee subcommittee. On 
Thursday, March 2, a majority of Republicans 
joined with Pelosi and other Democrats to 
“restore” $13 million in Ryan White CARE 
money and $23 million for AIDS prevention 
and education activities in the current fiscal 
year budget. 


On the same day, however, the committee supported the 
subcommittee’s recommendation to delete $186 million - 
the entire appropriation - for the Housing Opportunities for 
Persons with AIDS (HOPWA) program. 

Although AIDS activists were somewhat discouraged by 
the HOPWA loss, they knew it had been an easy target since 
last December - when President Clinton attempted to elim-

Cuts Fall

The threat of an economic boy¬ 
cott may have helped stymie a bill 
that would have banned same-sex 
marriages in South Dakota, but it 
failed to keep a similar law from 
passing almost simultaneously in 
Utah. 

That move has set off an attempt by gay 


activists to keep the International Olympic 
Committee from choosing Salt Lake City as 
a site for the winter competition in the year 
2002. The Mormon-dominated state has lob¬ 
bied hard for the privilege and the resulting 
boost to its economy. 

The anti-gay marriage measures debated 
in both state houses - which would ban 
same-sex marriages from being legally per¬ 
formed within the state and deny recognition 
of gay marriages legally performed in other 
states - are seen as preemptive strikes 


against a pending Hawaii Supreme Court 
ruling on that state’s gender-neutral marriage 
issue. Sponsors of House Bill 1184 in South 
Dakota indicated their concern about the 
Hawaii case as justification for the local 
measure. Similar bills are expected to be 
introduced in other states shortly. 

“It ain’t over yet,” said Robert Bray of the 
National Gay Lesbian Task Force Fight the 
Right Project, which has been working 
closely with gay and lesbian activists in both

Gingrich Gets More Homophobic Every Day

WASHINGTON - Gay rights 
organizations expressed anger 
Wednesday, March 8 over 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich’s 
comments about homosexuality 
in the workplace and in schools. 

Despite lobbying attempts on 
Capitol Hill by his half-sister, 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
said at his daily news confer¬ 
ence Tuesday he does not favor 
the federal government backing 
lawsuits by homosexuals 


against their employers. 

Gingrich also criticized gay 
counseling programs in schools, 
which the speaker blasted as 
homosexual “recruitment 
attempts.” 

“I don’t think we want people 
out with Heather Has Two 
Mommies in first grade explain¬ 
ing homosexuality is a reason¬ 
able alternative and lifestyle,” 
he said of a children’s book 
about lesbian parents that gener¬ 
ated extensive controversy when 
it was first published. 

He also criticized teenage 


homosexuality counseling pro¬ 
grams in the schools. 

“I am very cautious about the 
idea that you want to have active 
homosexuals in junior high 
school and high school explain¬ 
ing to young people that they 
have all these various wonderful 
options,” he said. 

Cathy Renna, co-chair of the 
Washington-area chapter of the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, said the 
reaction among the homosexual 
community to the speaker’s 
comments is what it has been in 


the past: “anger.” 

“I personally don’t find his 
comments that surprising 
because they are really consis¬ 
tent with what he has said all 
along,” Renna said. 

However, she said, it was 
“ludicrous” for Gingrich to rein¬ 
force the stereotype that talking 
about homosexuality in schools 
will affect the sexuality of 
schoolchildren. 

“We really need to combat 
this misinformation,” she said. 

At the news conference, the

Hennessey Salutes 
Comrades Fallen to AIDS 


San Francisco Sheriff Michael Hennessey 
joined the City of West Hollywood and Aid For 
AIDS Friday, February 24 in honoring California 
peace officers who have died of AIDS. 

In his remarks at the unveiling of a memorial 
for officers who have died of AIDS, Hennessey 
said gay police officers faced prejudice but “laid 
their lives on the line every day for their commu¬ 
nities.” 

Hennessey saluted the courage of officers with 
AIDS who struggled every day with the disease, 
and specifically mentioned the late Lieutenant 
John Abney, an 11-year veteran San Francisco 
Sheriff’s deputy. Six years after Abney’s AIDS- 
related death, Hennessey said, he was “missed 
every day.” 

Abney was a founding officer of the Golden 
State Peace Officer’s Association, a lesbian and 
gay law enforcement group. Hennessey called him 
the epitome of a “good cop.” 

According to Hennessey, 16 San Francisco 
Sheriff’s deputies are known to have succumbed 
to the disease.

A.C. Public Health Officer 
Declares Emergency

As five needle exchange 
defendants went to trial 
Monday, February 27 in 
Oakland on misdemeanor 
charges of distribution without 
a license, Alameda County’s 
chief public health officer made 
a startling announcement that 
could finally put an end to arrest 
and prosecution of these cases. 

In a report delivered to the 
board of supervisors. Dr. 
Barbara Allen declared “a med¬ 
ical emergency,” the first step 
needed to authorize needle 
exchange, to focus the board’s 
attention on the worsening 
AIDS crisis. 

Oakland, Richmond, and 
East Palo Alto have the highest 
HIV transmission rates in the 


Bay Area, said Allen, the coun¬ 
ty’s interim public health officer; 
studies have shown the rate of 
new infections could be cut by 
an estimated 50 percent with the 
legalization of needle exchange. 

Lawyers said the declaration 
of emergency could be used as 
the basis for a future lawsuit 
against further actions taken 
against needle exchange volun¬ 
teers. While no municipalities 
have legalized needle exchange, 
Alameda is the only county in 
California that still prosecutes 
these cases. 

The board of supervisors 
agreed in principle with Allen, 
but voiced concerns about the 
implementation costs of a state 
of emergency: increased HIV 
testing, prevention education, 
and needle exchange, for exam¬ 


ple. They directed David J. 
Kearns, head of the county 
Health Services Agency, to 
complete a financial analysis of 
these state of emergency pro¬ 
grams by the end of March. In 
addition, an April 6 public hear¬ 
ing has been scheduled by the 
AIDS Advisory Board, the 
Office of AIDS Administration, 
and the board of supervisors. 

Meanwhile, county supervi¬ 
sor Keith Carson and council 
members from Oakland, 
Berkeley, Union City. 
Emeryville, and Albany lent 
their support outside the court¬ 
room. They called for police to 
end their citation of Alameda 
County Exchange volunteers, 
who have given out more than 
250,000 clean needles in 
Oakland since July 1992. ▼

Contra Costa Unsafe Sex Trial Begins

An HIV-positive man charged with assault with 
a deadly weapon for failing to disclose his status to 
a female sex partner goes on trial today, March 9. 

Forrest Jones, 24, turned in his not guilty plea 
on Thursday, February 23 and remains in custody 
at Martinez Jail. He has not posted a $10,000 bail. 

A San Ramon woman filed charges after learn¬ 
ing from Jones, whom she had sexual intercourse 
with three times last summer, that he had AIDS. 

Jones could have a running chance inside court 
given the consensual nature of the relationship and 
the lack of any clear legal definitions in 
California’s criminal code concerning HIV status. 
An Alameda County man was successfully prose¬ 
cuted on the same charges in 1982, but he pleaded 
guilty. Contra Costa District Attorney Joe Motta 
declined comment, citing his office’s wish to put a 
lid on pre-trial publicity. 


Two AIDS administrators commented that sim¬ 
ple answers in these cases are rarely found. Bob 
Rybicki, Executive Director of the AIDS Project of 
Contra Costa, said ultimately there are two sides. 
“When anyone is HIV positive I want to hold him 
culpable and say to him, ‘You needed to be prac¬ 
ticing safe sex and there’s no excuse for doing this 
to another human being.’” 

This situation can be corrected once someone is 
charged with needlessly spreading HIV, he said. 
“My hunch is that given the laws, [offenders are] 
going to be put in jail. The jail sentence is going to 
have the affect of quarantine.... I’m not advocating 
quarantine, but we need to be very firm and strict.” 

Jones’ sex partner who filed charges is not com¬ 
pletely innocent either, according to Rybicki. “The 
person who allows themselves to get into a sexual 
relationship also needs to be held responsible for 
practicing safe sex. In that situation both people 
need to be held responsible.” ▼

speaker was also asked to 
explain his position on gay 
rights following a visit one day 
earlier by his half-sister, 
Candace Gingrich, who is a les¬ 
bian. 

“I don’t see as a general prin¬ 
ciple that getting into your pri¬ 
vate life is something that we 
ought to have a legal standard 
on,” he explained. 

Although Gingrich said he 
did not think that a boss should 
ask employees about their sexu¬ 
ality - “I think that ought to be 


a matter that is private,” he said 
- he also said “I’m not prepared 
to establish a federal law that 
allows you to sue your employ¬ 
er if you end up not having a job 
because of a disagreement that 
involves your personal behavior 
at that level.” 

“I don’t think you should 
have a right of filing a federal 
lawsuit or having the federal 
government protect you based 
upon your sexual behavior.” 

The same day Gingrich made 
his remarks, the new statistics 
on hate crimes were released in 
the same city, showing attacks 
against the gay community have 
become much more violent. ▼

Superior Court Judge Donna Hitchens 
will determine at a Thursday, March 30 statu¬ 
tory hearing whether a minor charged with 
assaulting a gay man last month should be 
tried as an adult. 

The juvenile court hearing at the Youth 
Guidance Center is to evaluate the minor 
against the criteria that would cause him to 
be tried as an adult on felony assault and hate 
crime charges for allegedly assaulting a 
Hayes Valley gay man. 

Assistant District Attorney Chuck Haines, 
who heads the District Attorney’s Hate 
Crimes Prosecution Unit, told the B.A.R. 
Hitchens must determine whether the juve¬ 


nile meets the criteria to be tried as an adult. 
Among the factors to be evaluated by the 
judge are the degree of criminal sophistica¬ 
tion exhibited by the minor; the minor’s past 
history of delinquency; and a determination 
of whether the minor could be rehabilitated 
prior to the expiration of the juvenile court’s 
jurisdiction - or before the legal age of 18. 

The bashing at Hayes and Steiner streets 
began when neighborhood resident Jim 
McGrath was walking to a corner grocery 
store. The juvenile and an adult began harass¬ 
ing him with anti-gay taunts and epithets. 

The confrontation escalated from verbal 
abuse into a physical assault, during which 
McGrath was spit on and slugged in the face. 

The juvenile and his companion, 21-year- 


old Michael Parker, were chased by a passing 
motorist and other eyewitnesses. Police 
found the pair hiding under a van in the area. 

The juvenile suspect allegedly brandished 
a meat cleaver before his capture. 

McGrath, whose eyeglasses were shat¬ 
tered in the attack, was treated at Davies 
Medical Center with ten stitches to close a 
facial laceration. He told the Bay Area 
Reporter shortly after the incident that he 
believed that a climate of violence, fostered 
by shock-talk radio personalities and right 
wing politicians like former KSFO deejay J. 
Paul Emerson and Senator Jesse Helms, was 
responsible for his attack. 

Both suspects remain in custody at the 
Hall of Justice on felony assault charges. ▼

Women’s Early 
HIV Intervention 
Center Begins

Traditionally, women’s 
healthcare has been more of 
an oxymoron than a reality 
in America. The main rea¬ 
son has been economic: 
drug manufacturers don’t 
test experimental drugs on 
women because of monthly 
hormonal fluctuations, and 
harmful side effects can get 
passed on to children. 
Consideration of these fac¬ 
tors increases the price of 
research. 

HIV and AIDS in 
women has been no excep¬ 
tion, and it took until 1990 
for government researchers 
and AIDS administrators to 
include female concerns in 
the scope of AIDS research 
and funding. The Alameda 
County Women’s Early 
Intervention Center is part 
of this new effort, which 
project director Dori Sproul 
said will be up and running 


in June. While the clinic is 
not engaged in research for 
a cure, its goal is to provide 
comprehensive medical and 
psychosocial services for 
HIV-positive women and 
their families. 

Four focus groups for 
HIV positive women in 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties will be held during 
March, as part of the center’s 
initial assessments. Food and 
beverages will be served dur¬ 
ing the two-hour sessions, 
and participants will receive 
a $30 Lucky or Safeway gift 
certificate. Fremont will be 
the site of the first meeting 
on Thursday, March 16, fol¬ 
lowed by Oakland on March 
17, and Richmond and 
Walnut Creek on dates that 
have yet to be decided. T

Cal Medical Assn. Wants 
Mandatory HIV Reporting

In a controversial policy 
shift, the California Medical 
Association voted Monday, 
March 6 to lobby for state legis¬ 
lation that would require health¬ 
care professionals to report any¬ 
one who tested HIV-positive to 
county health officials. 

The resolution, passed - on a 
voice vote — by 450 physicians 
attending the annual CMA con¬ 
vention in Anaheim, calls for 
mandatory reporting “for the 
purposes of partner notification 
and disease control.” 

For the past two years the 
CMA has supported a policy of 
reporting seropositivity, but has 
not agreed with legislation on 
the issue that has been intro¬ 
duced in the state legislature, 
according to Danielle Walters, a 
CMA spokesperson. However, 
with new information that AZT 
might interfere with transmis¬ 
sion of HIV from mother to 


child, and the rising rates of 
infection among adolescents 
and child-bearing and pregnant 
women, the CMA house of del¬ 
egates voted to take a more 
aggressive stance, Walters told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Ironically, CMA did not pass 
a resolution calling for the 
mandatory HIV testing of preg¬ 
nant women. 

Walters says that the CMA 
voted down that resolution 
because they are still against 
mandatory testing. 

The CMA house of delegates 
is made up of 450 representa¬ 
tives locally elected by the 
38,000 membership. The adopt¬ 
ed resolution was proposed by 
Dr. Stanley Monteith from the 
Redding area, north of 
Sacramento. 

Dr. Jonathan B. Weisbuch 
with the Los Angeles County 
Department of Health Services 
believes that mandatory report¬ 
ing would allow health officials 


to track the disease much the 
same way they track syphilis 
and other sexually transmitted 
diseases. The county physician 
told the Los Angeles Times that 
if such a law was passed, the 
county would be able to protect 
a person’s confidentiality, not¬ 
ing that he did not know of any 
case in which county public 
health authorities had revealed 
the identity of someone with an 
STD. Currently 24 states have 
laws requiring healthcare work¬ 
ers to name people with HIV, 
while ten states require report¬ 
ing cases without names. 

“There has been legislation 
that did this before but we didn’t 
believe it met our criteria 
regarding confidentiality and 
protocol,” says Walters. “It was 
only a matter of time before one 
of those bills was enacted. We 
believe it is incumbent upon us 
as the main medical organiza¬ 
tion in the state to develop a bill

AIDS Worker Asks PAL 
For Alameda Insurance Help

When former Alameda County AIDS Office 
employee Krandall Kraus went on medical disabil¬ 
ity last summer he expected that he would keep his 
benefits package. Last fall he got word his benefits 
were yanked because of a communication problem 
between the county and its insurer, TransAmerica. 
Kraus, who has AIDS, battled to get his life insur¬ 
ance back throughout the winter into the spring. It 
might be summer again before gets his benefits 
reinstated. 

It was last October when Kraus took his case to 
the board of supervisors’ Personnel, 
Administration, and Legislation (PAL) Committee. 
At the committee’s most recent meeting, Monday, 
February 27, Kraus took what he hopes will be the 
final step toward regaining his life insurance poli¬ 
cy. 

Kraus did not get his policy reinstated because 
county Chief Auditor/Controller Patrick 
O’Connell, whose office oversees employee bene¬ 
fits, said it was the first he had heard of Kraus’s 
predicament. He assured committee chair 
Supervisor Wilma Chan that he would return on 
March 13, better briefed on the matter. 

After the meeting, Kraus lauded Chan’s gen¬ 
uine concern and praised her for “being right on 
top of it,” but told the B.A.R. the other committee 
members appeared unconcerned until he stood up 
to speak. 


“They probably think ‘maybe he’ll just die.’ 
That’s how a bureaucracy survives; they outlive the 
people who want something from them. 

“I told the committee that I hoped when they 
were dying they did not have to rely on the respect 
and compassion of Alameda County,” he said, 
“because none existed.” 

After that, he said, “They were duly moved and 
appalled, and the chief administrator officer for the 
County, Steven Szalay, said that they would see to 
it that it would never hap¬ 
pen again. 

Also appearing on Kraus’s 
behalf at the committee 
meeting were AIDS 
Advisory Board chair 
Sharen Trammell, co-chair 
Terry Cooper, and board 
member John Iversen. 
Kraus, who went on per¬ 
manent medical disability 
last month, had attended a 
January 25 AIDS Advisory 
Board meeting to solicit 
that organization’s help 
with his battle with the 
county. 

The next meeting of the PAL committee will be 
at 1:30 p.m. Monday, March 13 at the board of 
supervisors building, located at 1221 Oak Street in 
Oakland. ▼

In Boston, New York City 

Leprechauns and Fairies 
March Here for St. Patrick

When the St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade marches down Market 
Street, setting off from the 
Civic Center to the 
Embarcadero at noon on 
Sunday, March 12, it will 
include scores of gay and les¬ 
bian marchers. Unlike Boston 
and New York, where rancor 
between parade organizers 
and gay and lesbian citizens 
has been increasing in recent 
years, the San Francisco 
parade gladly welcomes 
everyone to participate, with¬ 
out regard to sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

According to Connor 
Fleming of the Irish Lesbian 
and Gay Organization, when 
ILGO was invited to march in 
the San Francisco St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade last year 
the organization took the invi¬ 
tation to heart, marching 30 
strong in the unusually hot 
March weather. 

“We were greeted with 
cheers and much support by 
the people of San Francisco, 
including the parade organiz¬ 
ers, who made a point of 
highlighting the bigotry of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
the organizers of the New 
York and Boston parades,” 
Fleming said. 

However, Fleming said, 
when the San Francisco chap¬ 
ter was founded in 1993 by a 
group of native Irish gays and 
lesbians living in the Bay 
Area, “It was never intended 
as a political organization.” 

ILGA’s primary goal was 
to provide a social outlet for 
local Irish lesbians and gays 
in which to socialize and 
network. “Unfortunately, 
though, due to the outrageous 
treatment of Irish lesbians and 
gays in Boston and New York, 
we came to feel we could not 
let our support fall on deaf 
ears,” he said. “So we will be 
marching again this year to 
further our support of our gay 
and lesbian brothers and sis¬ 
ters on the East Coast. 

“We would like it made 
known that gays and lesbians 
have been marching without 
fear or hassle in parades 
throughout Ireland for the 
last five years, and have expe¬ 
rienced very little opposition 
or hatred such as is displayed 
by the East Coast parade 
organizers,” Fleming said in 
his charming brogue. “Their 
bigotry is not just limited to 
gay and lesbian people but 
also to non-Catholics, as dis¬ 
played by their court victory 
on the grounds of religious 
beliefs, namely Catholic 
ideals. 

“With this in mind we 
will proudly be marching 
in San Francisco, in the 
hopes of sending the mes¬ 
sage that through the action 
of the ILGO members in 
Boston and New York, such 
bigotry cannot go unchal¬ 
lenged and will be defeated. 
We march to show our pride 
in their actions at the front 
lines.” T

Spectrum Speakers Bureau Lets

Bay Area teachers and minis¬

EDITORIAL 


Fire! 


R ecent fires that ripped 
through two friends’ 
homes, and a rash of 
blazes near enough the 
B.A.R. offices for us to 
watch how they get put out, got us 
ruminating on the nature of fire¬ 
fighters. About how they typify the 
best of human behavior, as concrete 
examples of the necessity of teamwork 
and interdependency. About how we 
take for granted their remarkable 
strength, courage, and intelligence. 

And about how much we’ll miss 
them if and when they, too, fall to the 
GOP budget axes. 

So far the elimination of fire depart¬ 
ments has not become a tenet of the 
Contract on America, but we expect to 
see that happen any day now. Fire¬ 
fighting doesn’t make money, of 
course, so Gingrich and his cronies 
should have no trouble making it seem 
it a wasteful extravagance. (The ex¬ 
tremely wealthy can afford better fire¬ 
proofing, better furnace maintenance, 
expensive alarm systems, and the like, 
so they can protect themselves more 
effectively than the poor; that’s not a 
bad thing to the GOP.) 

There are other ways the Repub¬ 
licans can make the notion seem rea¬ 
sonable, inevitable, and wise, as well. 
They can belittle firefighting, as they 
did healthcare reform, by sarcastically 
asking if we really want our safety put 
in the same hands that run the post 
office. Or they can slightly alter their 
ridiculous arguments against needle 
exchange and condom distribution, 
and say that making firefighters avail¬ 
able only encourages people to play 
with matches and commit arson. 

We also wonder if the proposal to 
dismantle fire protection services 
would provoke any more outrage 
among Americans than they have so 
far expressed about other, equally trou¬ 
bling, recent budget moves. 

We in the gay community are most 
focused right now on HOPWA (Hous¬ 
ing Opportunities for People With 
AIDS), a Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment program that recently saw its 
entire 1996 budget eliminated. Having 
so many friends with AIDS has made 
us aware of how important the pro¬ 
gram is. Our lawmakers in Washington 
know it, too, but it (like firefighting) 
spends tax money that might otherwise 
go to the Pentagon or back into the 
pockets of the wealthy, so they say it 
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has to go. And when it goes, so do our 
friends - onto the streets, and ultimate¬ 
ly into the morgues. 

HOPWA elimination, welfare 
“reform,” and those other mean-spirit¬ 
ed moves by the GOP will not save the 
country any more money than shutting 
down all the firehouses, and it will be 
just about as destructive. 

People who are turned away from 
their homes do not simply go away, as 
we learned from the Reagan years. 
They become homeless, and anyone 
who thinks that is charming or safe for 
the rest of us needs only walk by U.N. 
Plaza some midnight to find out how 
wrong they are. 

Next time you walk past the darkest 
comer on your way home, take a look 
at it: within a year it will be signifi¬ 
cantly less safe. A year after that it may 
not be passable at all. There will be 
desperate people out there, needing 
food for themselves and their families, 
but without any means to get it except 
taking it by force. And now that Cal¬ 
ifornia has become the kind of state 
where a person can be imprisoned for 
life for taking a slice of pizza - far 
worse than the 20 years meted out for 
stealing a loaf of bread in Les 
Miserables - it seems obvious that rob¬ 
bery victims are going to be killed in 
the future, just to prevent them from 
identifying their assailant. 

And until the people who vote for 
lawmakers come to understand that 
human poverty is a terrible fire in its 
own right, we are going to watch it 
bum out of control with no means of 
stopping it. The growth industries we 
can come to expect in the next two 
years are weapons, from pepper gas to 
Uzis; window guards; burglar alarm 
systems; and fences - of all varieties. 

When we reach that day, when a life 
of crime is the only alternative to death 
of malnutrition, when sidewalks are 
clogged with Sarajevo-style market¬ 
places where people sell their goods 
(before they get stolen) just to pay for 
their basic living expenses, and when 
the citizens of this country realize 
they’ve been had, then maybe they’ll 
finally revolt against the GOP contract. 

One suggestion, when it happens: 
Mussolini was hanged in a town square, 
but considering the Republicans’ brass 
balls, we think they deserve to be hung 
over the pawnshops they will inevitably 
leave the country as a legacy. T

glllll write to you on behalf of the 
lltl citizens of the City and 
-'**4'-' County of San Francisco to 
urge you to fully consider the 
illl urgent needs of the Ryan 
White CARE Act Title I eligi¬ 
ble metropolitan areas (EMAs) as you 
draft legislation to reauthorize the 
CARE Act. When the CARE Act was 
first funded in FY 1991 sixteen U.S. 
cities were defined as disaster areas. 
Just five years later, forty-two cities 
are eligible for Title I emergency 
assistance. AIDS has continued to 
wreak havoc on urban communities - 
72 percent of the AIDS caseload 
nationally has been diagnosed in the 
Title I EMAs. Title I is a stable foun¬ 
dation, though a small drop in the 
bucket, in the most heavily impacted 
metropolitan areas. 

The disaster begot by AIDS has 
just begun to emerge - the worst is 
yet to come. Though it seems impos¬ 
sible, the AIDS epidemic we face in 
the City of San Francisco grows more 
severe each day. San Francisco cur¬ 
rently has 28,000 people who are 
infected with HIV. With the help of 
CARE funds, we have been able to 
provide annually, 194,362 meals; 
185,913 residential days; and 60,363 
prescriptions to people infected with 
HIV. I am frightened at the prospect 
of not having Title I funds to help our 
community address the needs of so 
many people living with HIV disease 
and AIDS. The fragile systems of all 
our public health programs would 
likely collapse without adequate Title 
I resources. 

AIDS continues to unfold as a cri¬ 
sis, requiring emergency relief. 
Despite resources provided under 
Title I, there remains a tremendous 
amount of unmet needs. An example 
is our inability to provide sufficient 
supportive housing to 1,600 low 
income persons infected with HIV. 
Diminishing any part of Title I - the 
resources or the planning councils - 
will devastate my city. All inordinate 
amount of both human and fiscal cap¬ 
ital will be lost. Title I has created 


public and private partnerships never 
before imagined to enable a cost- 
effective, compassionate, communi¬ 
ty-driven response to this grave pub¬ 
lic health emergency. The direct fund¬ 
ing to Title I EMAs ensures that lay¬ 
ers of bureaucracy are avoided, and 
services are not hindered by miles of 
red tape. 

Thank you for your commitment 
to reauthorize all four titles of the 
CARE Act in a timely manner. We are 
dependent on the fragile infrastruc¬ 
ture that has been created by the inter¬ 
dependence of all four titles at the 
local level.

Sitting in Judgment 

Regarding Mary Ann Swissler’s article on Kay 
Tsenin’s bid for the San Francisco Municipal Court 
bench: If elected, Tsenin would not be “only the sec¬ 
ond lesbian to obtain a seat on the San Francisco 
bench” nor would she be “the city’s third gay judge.” 

In 1981, Mary Morgan was appointed to the SF 
Municipal Court by then-Govemor Jerry Brown. 
She was the first “acknowledged” lesbian judge in 
the country (as the Chronicle daintily put it). Two 
years before, however, Brown had appointed a gay 
man (Steve Lachs) to the Los Angeles Superior 
Court. (Morgan resigned from the bench in 1993 
when her partner, Roberta Achtenberg, went to 
Washington to accept a position with HUD.) 

Brown also appointed openly gay Judge Herb 
Donaldson to the SF Municipal Court in 1982 - 
Donaldson wasn’t elected, although he has faced re- 
election periodically as do all California Superior 
and Municipal court judges (usually unopposed.) 

Judge Donna Hitchens’s successful run against 
Deukmejian appointee Jerome Benson to the SF Super¬ 
ior Court in 1990 made her the first open lesbian Super¬ 
ior Court judge in California, the second open lesbian 
judge, and the fourth open queer jurist. So you see 
where Tsenin would fit in. But at some point these 
“first” distinctions get a little tiresome, don’t you think? 

In any case, since Hitchens’s win, a lesbian and 
gay judges association has formed. I suspect that 
quite a few “open” queer judges might be found 
now if Swissler wanted to ask around. 

Finally, although I certainly applaud (and agree 
with) most of Tsenin’s political views, it’s worth not¬ 
ing that Municipal court judges don’t hear constitu¬ 
tional cases, don’t rule on affirmative action, and rare¬ 
ly oversee civil rights cases. Frankly, I’d be more in¬ 
terested in knowing what Tsenin plans to do about the 
overcrowded court docket, the inefficiency of the SF 
Municipal Court’s Small Claims department, the con¬ 
fusion created by nearly opaque local Municipal court 
rules, and the spiraling costs of litigation. That’s the 
kind of thing a Municipal Court candidate should 
voice opinions on - not the former Soviet constitution.

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Botkin: Con 

In a column dripping with envy and contempt for 
HIV-negative gay men, Michael Botkin attacks Walt 
Odets for calling for prevention programs targeting 
uninfected men (February 23). 

He asks, “What kind of person considers being 
HIV-negative a problem?” The problem is not being 
negative, but staying negative. Every year in this 
town, approximately 650 HIV-negative gay men 
become HIV-positive men, and if HIV-negative sup¬ 
port groups and prevention services help even one 
man stay uninfected, then they are worth doing. 
When I was having trouble staying safe, I went to a 
negative men’s group, and it helped me a lot. 

Botkin seems to think that by doing this, I was 
somehow oppressing him. He cannot see any pur¬ 
pose to these groups other than rejecting him, which 
is a distorted and narcissistic interpretation. What 
concerns him is not halting the spread of HIV, but his 
own bizarre fantasy of “viral apartheid.” Apartheid 
was the forcible separation of races based on the 
domination of one group by another. Negative pre¬ 
vention services coerce no one. They are voluntary 
programs and groups in which negative men can 
freely associate with one another (as positive men 
have been free to do for years) for the purpose of 
supporting each other in staying negative. It is ludi¬ 
crous and paranoid to compare attending a weekly 
group with living conditions under apartheid. 

I am writing because I am sick and tired of peo¬ 
ple in this community who seem to think they can 
tell negative guys what they can and can’t do to pro¬ 
tect themselves. Positives, women, people of color, 
and young people have always been free to associ¬ 
ate with each other for mutual support, and no one 
questions their right to do so. But when negatives 
exercise the same right, people howl. 

I would not presume to lecture Botkin on the emo¬ 
tional needs of men living with AIDS, or what they 
may do to meet them. I’ve always supported my posi¬ 
tive brothers in fighting AIDS and AIDS discrimina¬ 
tion, and will continue to do so. What I expect is mutu¬ 
al respect and consideration, and I will not tolerate less.

Quilt Story 

I took care of my best friend, Sjafril Adjar, until he 
died from AIDS last June. My family and I submitted 
a panel in his memory to The Names Project. His 
panel (#3040) reflected his kindness to others, his 
fondness for the 49ers, and the love of my family for 
him. Several of my adult family members viewed his 
panel in the Stockton exhibit that September. His 
panel was surrounded in a section of pomo stars and 
S&M leather sex scenes. Yes, everyone’s panel 
should be part of the showing, but I could not concen¬ 
trate on my best friend’s memory. I found that section 
offensive, especially to my parents and other family 
members who have children and would be forced to 
be confronted by the obvious sex scenes. 

Ms. Yost, my lesbian sister’s partner, and I wrote 
letters to Anthony Turney, Executive Director of The 
Names Project, requesting that my friend’s panel be 
placed in an unoffensive section. Mr. Turney’s reac¬ 
tion was rigid; it would stay in that pomo panel or be 
removed from the Quilt. During an exchange of let¬ 
ters over several months, Mr. Turney expressed his 
concern for “precedence” and artistic freedom. He 
cited contradictory policies without ever produced 
any written policy statements. Each of his letters was 
patronizing, a slap in my face. In a fit of cold-blood¬ 
ed arrogance on January 18, he wrote a letter to me 
saying the issue was under further review but the 
same day wrote Ms. Yost to say the panel would soon 
be removed from the Quilt. 

I wrote to Mr. Tumey that I would pursue a lawsuit 
if he returned the panel instead of placing it in an inof¬ 
fensive section. February 14 I received a letter from 
Steinhart & Falconer, the law firm for The Names 
Project. I want the public to know that Mr. Tumey is 
diverting our contributions to pay lawyers to fight over 
the panel of a victim to AIDS, now a victim of Mr. 
Turney’s callous and vicious ego. I ask the community 
to withdraw all support from The Names Project until 
the executive director and board of directors are 
replaced with truly caring individuals. Instead of 
donating my money to various AIDS projects in sever¬ 
al counties, I am being forced to finance a lawsuit just 
so my entire family and I can visit Sjafril’s panel in the 
Quilt, in a section of other ordinary persons.

to press. Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown 
is thought to be chang¬ 
ing his mind daily about enter¬ 
ing this year’s mayoral race. 
Some of the longtime 
Democratic Party regulars (rem¬ 
nants of the once powerful 
Burton machine) are reportedly 
pushing Brown the hardest to 
toss his hat in the ring, in the 
belief that he is probably the 
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only one who could beat incum¬ 
bent Mayor Frank Jordan. 

Indeed, Speaker Brown is 
said to “have already decided,” 
but he likes to stretch out the 
guessing game as long as possi¬ 
ble. It makes for good 
newsprint, and when it comes to 
getting the ink, there is no one 
better. 

Only a week ago, one of his 
closest confidants was telling

However, this same 
insider called this past Sunday 
to inform me that he was no 
longer sure that Brown would 
join the fray. 

This Brown ally was also less 
sure Sunday that the speaker 
would automatically be the 
shoo-in that many were predict¬ 
ing. “Don’t underestimate Frank 
Jordan; the guy has a lot of 
friends left in this town,” said 
my source. 

Others will still tell you that a 
Willie Brown candidacy is 
Frank Jordan’s worst nightmare. 
Hold your breath, folks. The 
King of Sacramento is suppos¬ 
edly going to announce his deci¬ 
sion any day now. 

Politics and people 

As if to underscore the asser¬ 
tion that Frank Jordan still has 
friends, a birthday fundraiser 
dinner for him last Thursday at 
the Sheraton was a sellout, with 
nearly 900 present at $250 per 
plate. They had to add another 
room to handle the crowd. 
Jordan insiders were wearing 
huge smiles, and with big-name 
supporters like Willie Mays and 
’Niners president Carmen 
Policy in attendance, Jordan had 
real reason to feel good about 
the coming election. 

Around the Beltway: With 
the GOP-controlled Congress 
stampeding on with their 
“Contract With America,” the 
national food stamp program is 
said to be next on their hit list. 
The program is the second 
largest for the needy after 
Medicaid and currently helps 
provide food for nearly 27 mil¬ 
lion Americans. Big hearts, 
those Republicans. 

Meanwhile, giving credit 
where it’s due, we can thank our 
own Representative Nancy 
Pelosi for waging a personal war 
to keep $36 million in AIDS 
funding from being cut under 
the GOP plan. After a personal 
plea and the lobbying of some of 
her House friends, Pelosi con¬ 
vinced the Republican-con- 
trolled Appropriations 

Committee not to take its ax to 
AIDS funding. The amendment 
that Pelosi successfully spon¬ 
sored (despite threats by anti¬ 
gay House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich) would fully restore 
moneys to an HIV prevention 
program and the Ryan White 
Care Act, which provides a wide 


range of services for people with 
AIDS. 

Hey, this could be a very 
long, very bitter presidential 
nominating process, especially 
for the GOP. Bob Dole and Phil 
Gramm are already taking polit¬ 
ical pot shots at each other. 
Since Dole, the powerful Senate 
majority leader, is openly criti¬ 
cizing and making jokes about 
Newt Gingrich; look for the 
egotistical House speaker to 
soon endorse the right-wing, 
anti-gay Gramm. 

And speaking of presidential 
politics, backers of California 
Governor Pete Wilson are still 
smarting over Gramm’s stealing 
the spotlight at last week’s state 
GOP convention. It was under¬ 
stood that this California confab 
of GOP activists was to be 
“Pete’s convention,” and 
because of that, Dole and other 
Republican hopefuls stayed 
away. The Texas senator’s unin¬ 
vited appearance (where the 
right wing members let him 
speak) openly annoyed more 
than one Wilson backer. 

The Newtster can call 
Senator Dianne Feinstein a 
“liar” all he wants, but from 
where I sit, DiFi gets a big thank 
you for voting against the Dole 
budget amendment last week, 
because there was no assurance 
that Social Security funds 
wouldn’t be raided as a way of 
“balancing” the budget. A tip of 
the hat, Dianne. 

Tom Clark - who lived with 
Rock Hudson for many years, 
produced many of Hudson’s 
films, was one of Hollywood’s 
most powerful publicists, and 
wrote a book (Rock and Me) 
about his relationship with the 
actor - died in Palm Springs last 
week of heart failure. Clark had 
many good friends in San 
Francisco. 

That Sonny Bono! What a 
guy, huh? Last week near the end 
of a long, cranky night of debate, 
a Judiciary Committee member 
suggested that the chair, Henry 
Hyde, R-Ill., send out for pizza. 
Hyde said there weren’t commit¬ 
tee funds for that, so Bono sent 
out for 15 large pizzas, paid for 
them himself, and shared them 
with both Democratic and 
Republican members. No doubt 
about it, folks. Cher would have 
been proud. 

With the House Appropria¬ 
tions Committee scheduled to 
vote today (Thursday) on sever¬ 
al AIDS programs, Candace 


Gingrich, 27, the lesbian sister 
of Speaker Newt, joined lobby¬ 
ists from the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund this week in 
advocating against any cuts in 
AIDS funding. Ms. Gingrich 
and others were armed with the 
results of a new poll showing 
that a majority of voters want to 
keep the same level of support 
for AIDS funding or increase it. 

Only a few weeks after tak¬ 
ing his oath of office a second 
time, California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren disclosed 
in Sacramento last week that he 
is forming a campaign commit¬ 
tee in preparation for a bid for 
governor in 1998. Damn, this 
guy is even scarier than Pete 
Wilson. 

And does potential presiden¬ 
tial candidate Wilson know that 
AG Lungren’s brother, Brian 
Lungren, has already signed on 
to help conduct Bob Dole’s 
California campaign? 

One respected, well-known 
local political biggie was pre¬ 
dicting at Moose’s last week that 
Carole Migden and Kevin 
Shelley (repeat after me: Kevin 
Shelley, not Bill Maher) would 
win the two open Assembly 
seats next year.

From New York comes a 
press release that RuPaul, drag 
queen of the moment, will soon 
become a spokesperson for 
M.A.C., a Toronto-based cos¬ 
metics firm whose products are 
favored by many top models and 
professional stylists.

To the reader who wrote ask¬ 
ing when I thought the baseball 
strike would be over - how the 
hell would I know! Maybe they 
should have gotten Jimmy 
Carter involved. With so much 
real cause for concern out there, 
it seems ridiculous to focus on a 
baseball strike that is simply a 
shameful dispute between the 
rich and the greedy. 

The Quote of the Week 
(Dennis Peron should like this 
one) is from Mayor Frank 
Jordan, our former police chief. 
In a recent interview that 
touched on a place well-known 
in the city for selling illegal 
marijuana to AIDS patients, hiz- 
zoner stated: “I have no problem 
whatsoever with the use of mar¬ 
ijuana for medical purposes.

Da 'Burbs

ot many people think 
of Oakland, where I 
live, as the suburbs, 
even if they do think 
of it as existing in the shadow 
of San Francisco. It may be bet¬ 
ter known for urban cultural 
amenities and inner-city prob¬ 
lems, as well as major home¬ 
grown rap and hip-hop talent, 
but my neighborhood - one of 
the Grand Lake “Baja 
Piedmont” zones - has the 
lawns and the children running 
up and down the block and the 
minivans in the driveways that 
usually spell suburb. 

Besides, suburbia in lesbian 
terms is as much a state of mind 
as anything else: it is existence 
outside the urban dyke zone 
(South Berkeley/North Oakland 
excepted), where women actu¬ 
ally don’t appear unmistakably 
lesbian 24 hours a day - gasp! - 
yet live to tell the tale. A super¬ 
stition exists that pure, unas¬ 
similated lesbians can only 
exist comfortably among a cer¬ 
tain critical mass of identifiably 
like-minded and like-styled 
women. Where proper Brits 
would say “they’re all wogs 
south of the Channel,” lesbians 
are suspect if we’re north of 
Duboce and east or south of 
280. If you can’t pick up your 
Dykespeak in the ’hood, you’re 
not happening. 

Happening or not, I see con¬ 
tinual signs of abundant lesbian 
life over here. Walking around 
Lake Merritt means trading 
smiles with woman after 
woman. And the Montclair sub¬ 
species seems to be flourishing, 
especially with country western 
dancing at the Women’s Club 
every Friday night. (Two-step- 
ping - the next Lesbian 
National Sport after softball?) 
Still, one hears the occasional 
remark in the City, especially 
on a weekend, about the 
“bridge and tunnel crowd.” 
That always amuses the hell out 
of me - people trying to prove 
how San Franciscan they are by 
using a phrase imported from 
New York. But I’m just a local - 
what would I know? 

Oblivious to the effect of the 
locale on my reputation, I 
opened my home over the 
recent long weekend to a score 
of 40ish (or approaching) les¬ 
bians for a little brunch. I’d hur¬ 
ried to finish a remodeling pro¬ 
ject (suburban, right?) so I 


could get up Sunday morning, 
set a color-coordinated table 
(suburban), pull a sleeveless 
blouse and stirrup pants out of 
the closet (suburban, but hang¬ 
ing next to Stormy Leather 
togs) and welcome guests. My 
guests were so suburban (in the 
lesbian sense) that they were 
femme women - interested in 
meeting other femmes! Not 
very queer? Surely femme-to- 
femme attraction has some 
fetish value we could exploit. 

There was still a decent 
range in personal styles among 
these women: a self-described 
tree hugger who might have 
walked out of a Women’s 
Building Crafts Fair; a woman 
in a Pink Floyd t-shirt and 
jeans; women looking like busi- 
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nesswomen on their day off; 
and the usual teacher and social 
worker types. And at the far end 
of the spectrum, one well 
coiffed and made-up woman 
looking like she’d driven in 
from Lafayette. 

She had. 

She was a recent divorcee 
who’d figured she wanted to be 
with a woman. Good thing 
she’d come here - she’d likely 
get chewed up and spit out at 
any lesbian club or cafe in the 
City for looking too femme, too 
“straight.” She wasn’t out of 
place at all when no one pre¬ 
judged her. 

Look like a dyke 

Women do find walls up in 
the lesbian community, wherev¬ 
er they stick their heads in the 
door, if they look too femme or 
too straight. A disgraceful num¬ 
ber of women, even here in the 
Bay Area, feel they don’t 
belong, that nobody accepts 
them as lesbians, because they 
don’t “look like a dyke.” Yet, 
many of them are incredibly 
passionate lovers (I’m pleased 
to say!). Have we liberated 
straight stereotypes only to use 
them ourselves, to isolate each 
other? 

We belong to a community 
that can organize marches on 
Washington and the U.N. But 
here in our supposed Mecca, 
we can’t get ourselves together 
as a community to throw even a 
crumb of recognition to the 
diverse women who want to 


come out and join us? That’s 
weak. Really weak. 

All this goes against a basic 
principle of my personal for¬ 
eign and domestic policy: 
more lesbians. The way we 
tremble in fear of other les¬ 
bians - of difference - in our 
clique cocoons gives us a mea¬ 
sure of our community: we act 
like a town too small for differ¬ 
ence, but we’re not so big we 
don’t need to recognize each 
other. 

I understand one of the moti¬ 
vations for the need to be sure 
no one mistakes us for straight 
- or suburban (like those who 
make the most noise about 
being queer, perhaps?). We all 
want to be more - and rightly 
so - than uncritical participants 
in American mass culture: 
whether club kid, radical, acad¬ 
emic, leatherwoman, or 
Valencia Street neo-boho, we 
want our lesbianism to be a 
heightened, more creative state 
of awareness and being. We 
want our appreciation of our 
lesbianism to afford us those 
moments of feeling, while 
doing our lesbian thing, that we 
are precisely where we need to 
be and blissfully in tune with 
life because of it. 

Every woman’s method for 
getting in alignment for those 
moments is different, individ¬ 
ual. (But through identity poli¬ 
tics instead of, say, psychedelic 
drugs? Go figure.) That this is 
so should be a thing of beauty, 
not an occasion for the too- 
common fear that if someone 
else is different, we might be 
wrong. 

When I came out - after 
Stonewall but before P.C. - my 
friends were just tickled at 
women from widely divergent 
backgrounds coming out all 
over. Having had only the 
“tragic underworld” images of 
lesbian community to somehow 
track down, we were thrilled to 
make lesbian community easily 
accessible, even to a woman 
from Lafayette (though in keep¬ 
ing with Gene Schoenfeld’s 
running gag in his Dr. Hip¬ 
pocrates column, we would 
have said Orinda). 

But these are the ’90s, and 
we’re everywhere. So let’s do 
the ’90s thing and look to the 
bottom line: more lesbians. All 
it takes is acknowledging there 
are more lesbians than just us - 
and letting them know we 
know. ▼

The Latest Numbers: 

Five or Ten Percent are Gay

According to a major study of sexual 
behavior presented by University of 
Chicago researchers, approximately one in 
ten Americans are at least elementally 
homosexual. 

The researchers interviewed 3,434 adults 
aged 18 to 59 in 1992, according to project 
manager Stuart Michaels, and found that 
“about ten percent of the men in the sample 
and about nine percent of the women report 
some element of homosexuality in their 
adult lives,” from sexual feelings to behav¬ 
ior. 

“Less than half of those people, howev¬ 


er, would define themselves as gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, or homosexual,” Michaels said. 

Another surprising finding of the pri¬ 
vately funded study, presented at the annu¬ 
al meeting of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, was that one 
in six Americans - 16 percent of men and 
18 percent of women - said they had been 
diagnosed with a sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease at some time. 

Researchers also asked about preteen 
sexual activity, and learned 12 percent of 
women and six percent of men had experi¬ 
enced some form of genital sexual contact 
with a significantly older person before age 
14. ▼ 
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Get Plucked

S an Francisco has its 
share of smooth opera¬ 
tors, that’s for sure. 
And someone who 
could write a book about the 
subject is Jason Hughes of 
Smooth Company Electrolysis. 
With Jason it’s, um, hair today, 
gone tomorrow - sorry. 

Not merely smooth, Hughes 
is also calculating: at least he 
was able to calculate in his head 
that “I’ve electronically epilated 
[plucked] 400 hairs per hour, 
average of five hours a day - 
2,000 hairs per day - times five 
days a week (or 10,000 hairs a 
week) times 50 work weeks 
equals 250,000 hairs a year. And 
I’ve done it 20 years, for about 
five million hairs.” Although his 
math appears to be off, his style 
is not. 

And the way he does it, by 
the original method of “galvan¬ 
ic” electrolysis, it’s lifelong: any 
facial hair, body hair, or pubic 
hair a client has removed will 
never come back. 

That makes it different from 
cheaper methods - Hughes 
charges $48 per hour for his ser¬ 
vices, which he says is a good 
rate in the city for an experi¬ 
enced and licensed electrologist 
- that have caused some dissat¬ 
isfied customers of other elec- 
trologists to seek him out for a 
more permanent smoothness. 

A lifelong San Franciscan 
with the humor, cynicism, and 
sophistication that comes from 
growing up in a metropolitan 
area, Hughes said he doesn’t 
give out the names of his clients 
- but he does volunteer the 
occasional story about them. “A 
300 pound drag queen, wearing 
a soup can dress, nearly fell out 
of a 12th floor window on her 
way to the treatment table,” at 
one of his former locations, he 
said. “She was so loaded on 
pills. But, we grabbed her and 
guided her to the table.” 

She must have been plucked. 
Smooth Company is

Comp-Help provides 
all services, from helping a 
prospective buyer shop for com¬ 
puter hardware through installa¬ 
tion and training in the use of 
computer software for the PC. 

Services are available seven 
days a week by appointment. 
Small classes can be set up 
among friends, to minimize the 
cost of lessons. And unlike most 


computer schools in the city, 
Loeb will travel to clients’ 
homes or offices - or if the 
client prefers, one-on-one train¬ 
ing can be given at Loeb’s home 
(still that same Castro apart¬ 
ment). Little things like the flex¬ 
ibility Loeb offers obviously 
mean a lot to computer users: 
“Things are starting to pick up a 
lot now,” he says. 

Loeb also says he distributes 
“Juice Plus” locally. That’s the 
substance O.J. Simpson credited 
in a recent commercial with 
relieving his arthritis. There 
may be jokes to be made there, 
but domestic violence just isn’t 
funny.

A S us to this item: a 
liquor that has long 
been sought out by the gay com¬ 
munity is now returning the 
favor. Tuaca, a vanilla-honey- 
orange sort of liqueur from Italy 
that is dispensed by the gallon in 
every single gay bar in West 
Hollywood, is launching an ad 
campaign that shows an unusual 
awareness of American diversi¬ 
ty. One of four different 
vignettes in the campaign shows 
two young women distinctly 
looking down to admire the, er, 
chest of a third. Headlines in the 
form of personal ads speak 
directly to the consumer in all 
four vignettes; this one reads, 
“Cool girl seeks ex-tomboy 
(smooth but not too sweet) for 
girl-power renaissance.” 

What sets the lesbian-themed 
ad apart from others in the past 
that have shown the gay com¬ 
munity is that it will be running 
in non-gay publications. 
Importer Hiram Walker & Sons 
has committed to a $500,000 
budget for the initial media buy 
in the non-gay identified Spin 
and RayGun, as well as The 
Advocate and Out. This is seri¬ 
ous rule-breaking.

states. “The history of the South Dakota bill has 
been a month-long roller coaster ride for fledg¬ 
ling local activists.” 

On Wednesday, March 1, the ride was over 
when HB 1184 backers failed to secure enough 
votes to bring the measure up for a full floor vote. 
Seventeen senators voted to bring the bill for¬ 
ward, 13 voted against it, and five did not vote. 
Sponsors needed at least 18 votes for a floor vote, 
Bray reported, so religious right backers will 
have to await the next session to bring it up again. 

Utah passed similar anti-gay marriage legisla¬ 
tion at one minute after midnight on Wednesday, 
March 1. A “Get the Olympics out of Utah 
Committee” was immediately organized by gays 
and lesbians in the state. 

Bray said he would put the Utah group in 
touch with the effective “Olympics out of Cobb 
County” group through a conference call. That 
group successfully retaliated against a homopho¬ 
bic statute in that Georgia county by persuading 
the Olympic committee to move scheduled events 
elsewhere. 

Rapid City resident Barry Wick, who heads 
the newly formed South Dakota Gay, Lesbian, 
and Bisexual Federation (SDGLBF), believes 
that lawmakers’ concerns about a tourism and 
business boycott - Mount Rushmore and the 
Black Hills area draw tens of thousands of 
tourists annually - may have been a deciding fac¬ 
tor in the bill’s demise. The state’s lobbyists had 


been faxed complete background information on 
the successful 1992 Colorado boycott that fol¬ 
lowed the state’s passage of the anti-gay 
Amendment 2. 

As is frequently the case when the community 
is under attack, the threat of HR 1184 mobilized 
many gays and lesbians who had never been 
politically active before. And once moved to 
respond, they are likely to stay politically active. 

Bray saluted those activists, saying, “Against 
all odds the gay, lesbian, and bisexual communi¬ 
ty of South Dakota - and its new found allies - 
managed not only to defeat the measure and tri¬ 
umph in crisis, but in the process build the begin¬ 
nings of a statewide gay movement.” 

Two South Dakotan life partners, Jacques 
Soukup and Kirk Thomas, contributed $5,000 to 
SDGLBF to set up faxes, phones, and copiers, 
and another $20,000 to NGLTF and the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education Fund to support 
ongoing gay marriage organizing work. 

Not all of the legislative help for gays and les¬ 
bians in South Dakota came from the Democratic 
side of the aisle, Bray said. Republican Senate 
Majority Whip Dick Negstad voted against the 
measure through its entire course, as did 
Republican Senator Barb Everist, chair of the 
Judiciary Committee. 

“This bill is dead. Now we can stop putting 
out fires and start building a real movement,” said 
a jubilant Wick, the son of a former South Dakota 
governor. “This victory is testimony to the perse¬ 
verance of our community - and the will of sup¬ 
portive lawmakers who believe in the spirit of our 
state’s motto, ‘The Land of Infinite Variety.’” ▼ 


“Under the standard strate¬ 
gies of niche marketing,”

“Instead, Tuaca will be pro¬ 
moted through a crisscross 
media plan,” he reported, in 
which “the ads with the straight 
characters will run in publica¬ 
tions aimed at homosexuals as 
well as at a broader readership, 
and the ads with the gay charac¬ 
ters will run in publications 
aimed at a broader readership as 
well as at homosexuals.” 


The campaign, called “Just 
Ask For It,” targets a disco 
crowd typical of what we might 
find around SOMA on the 
weekends: 21-25 year olds, 
straight and queer alike. That’s 
also the market reached by 
RayGun, a magazine in Santa 
Monica that bills itself as “the 
bible of music and style and the 
end of print,” and Spin, a New 
York-based music and feature 
magazine. In addition to print 
ads, Hiram Walker will offer 
promotions at bars and clubs. 

Jordan/Hamilton, a small 
New York boutique agency, dis¬ 
tilled the innovative campaign, 
and Laurie Acosta, the group 
brand manager at Hiram Walker, 
swallowed it.

Union Times at Bay Times

The San Francisco Bay 
Times, a lesbian and gay 
biweekly newspaper, will 
become the first alternative 
weekly newspaper in the nation 
to unionize, according to Larkie 
Gildersleeve of the Northern 
California Newspaper Guild 
Local 52. 

The 15-year-old newspaper 
has a bi-weekly press run of 
43,000 copies and a full-time 
staff of eight workers. 

The guild was approached by 
a committee of employees who 
asked for representation by the 
union; after discussions, 100 
percent of the staff of the news¬ 
paper sought representation in 
contract negotiations with pub¬ 


lisher Kim Corsaro, Gilder¬ 
sleeve said. 

Gildersleeve said that the 
Bay Times is the first alternative 
press in the country to seek rep¬ 
resentation with the Newspaper 
Guild and said that issues 
affecting employees in the 
alternative press “are the same 
issues everywhere.” 

Only employees of the news¬ 
paper will be affected - not free¬ 
lance writers. 

“That would put us out of 
business,” Corsaro said. “They 
know they need to be flexible 
with papers like us. We don’t 
have the resources the Chronicle 
or the Examiner have.” 

Corsaro told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she has a back¬ 
ground as a rank and file nego¬ 


tiator for Local Two, a restau¬ 
rant worker’s union during the 
1970s - and said that the paper 
is so pro-labor it donated ad 
space to the guild during the 
recent San Francisco daily 
newspaper strike. 

“I’m delighted to confirm the 
news,” Corsaro said. “I’m sort 
of encouraged by the general 
revival of the unions over the 
last year or so. They got 
stomped on during the 80s.” 

“We’re as delighted,” 
Gildersleeve said. 

But Gildersleeve said that the 
union’s pleasure at the historic 
move is, unlike Corsaro’s 
delight, “not tempered by a little 
concern” about the potential 
impact of unionization at the 
newspaper. ▼

Notre Dame Boots 
Gay Club After Nine Years

After the University of Notre 



Dame barred Gays and Lesbians 
of Notre Dame and St. Mary’s 
College from holding meetings 
in campus facilities as of 
January 23, the group 
announced it will meet from 
now on outside a room named, 
ironically enough, for a gay 
alumnus. 

According to the current 
NOLGSTP Bulletin, published 
by the National Organization of 
Gay and Lesbian Scientists and 
Technical Professionals, the 
Gays and Lesbians of Notre 
Dame and St. Marys had been 
allowed - for the past nine years 
- to use a room in the university 
counseling center. But after that 
permission was revoked in 
January, the group announced it 
would hold its next meetings in 
the common area of the student 


center, outside the Tom Dooley 
Room. 

Dooley was a naval officer 
and medical missionary in 
Southeast Asia during the late 
1950s, and was revealed in 
Randy Shilts’ book Conduct 
Unbecoming to have received a 
dishonorable discharge because 
of his homosexuality. 

“It seems ironic that the uni¬ 
versity’s action to bar us from 
using campus facilities even 
keeps us locked out of the Tom 
Dooley room,” commented 
Kelly Smith, GLND/SMC co¬ 
chair. 

The group has extended an 
invitation for the entire Notre 
Dame/St. Mary’s university 
community to attend the next 
meeting and invoke Tom 
Dooley’s memory. ▼

Out of Order

The February 15 broadcast of Law & Order engaged in an 
uncharacteristic assault on lesbian mothers. In the episode, 
police detectives Briscoe and Logan (portrayed by actors Jerry 
Orbach and Chris Noth) interview a lesbian couple, one of 
whom is pregnant After leaving the couple’s apartment Logan 
remarks to his partner, “Brother ... and 1 thought I had it bad 
being brought up by two alcoholics.” His partner snidely 
replies, “I wonder which mommy’s going to teach him how to 
smoke and drink?” 

This lesbian bashing continues, as Logan says, “Well, it’s the 
nineties ... everyone’s allowed to be gross and disgusting, not 
just you ” “Well, all I know is that I had one mommy and she 
did enough ball-breaking for one lifetime.” 

Of course, television programs should portray homophobia; 
it’s a pervasive social disease that demands the nation’s atten¬ 
tion. However, in this case, the portrayal is simply gratuitous. 
The police officers’ hateful comments are never challenged. No 
other references to lesbians or gays occur anywhere else in the 
episode. 

This sort of fictional dialogue is indefensible at a time when 
the children of real life lesbians are being torn from their homes 
by homophobic courts. Law & Order missed an opportunity to 
explore this urgent and compelling issue. Instead, the program 
simply pandered to those who - like Detectives Briscoe and 
Logan - think that lesbian parenting is “gross and disgusting.” 

The NBC television network recently adopted a policy 
against defaming any minority group in its programming, 
including lesbians and gays. Given this recent Law & Order 
episode, perhaps the network needs to reaffirm that commit¬ 
ment.

Dennis Prager: 

Wrong about the Right 

The Dennis Prager Show is yet another entry in the cramped 
line-up of TV talk shows. Prager presents himself as an “intel¬ 
lectual,” “thinking person’s” host. His talk show seldom fea¬ 
tures any guests, but centers on Prager preaching to a small 
audience. His style is akin to Rush Limbaugh, although Prager 
is not nearly as conservative (or lunatic). Still, he’s not all that 
good, either. 

On his February 21 show, carried by the FOX network, 
Prager took a look at the so-called “Christian Right.” Claiming 
that the Christian Right suffers from an unfair image, Prager 
went on to defend certain right-wing objectives. 

“Everyone is allowed to participate in American politics, 
except the Christian Right,” Prager claimed. “Gays, blacks, 
Hispanics ... you name the group, that’s great. But not the 
Christian Right. Why all this fear about the Christian Right?” 
Now isn’t it odd that Prager - a wealthy, white, heterosexual 
male - can’t understand “all this fear” about the Christian 
Right? 

Across the country, lesbian workers are being fired, school 
boards are banning gay-themed books, and queer children are 
being forced onto the streets (or into psychiatric wards) - all at 
the behest of the “Christian” Right. Prager’s idiotic and despi¬ 
cable “reasoning” seems to be: If I don’t experience the preju¬ 
dice or the pain, then it just doesn’t exist. 

Worst of all, Prager went on to defend the Christian Right’s 
anti-gay initiative efforts. Parroting right-wing propaganda, 
Prager claimed that the Christian Right is not against civil 
rights for lesbians and gays, but “special” rights. 

Since when is the right to work, rent a house, or simply live 
without fear something “special?” 

Prager suggests that the Christian Right is only interested in 
equality for all. He believes that the Christian Right actually 
opposes active discrimination against lesbian and gay people. 
Yet, if lesbians and gays already enjoy all the rights of other cit¬ 
izens, then why are “sodomy” laws still on the books in over 
half of the states in the country? And why are caring and loving 
lesbian mothers still losing custody of their children? 

Prager informed his audience that the Christian Right has 
been unfairly demonized. To portray the Christian Right as 
vicious or totalitarian is, in Prager’s words, “wrong,” “disgust¬ 
ing,” and “anti-American.” 

Clearly, Prager - who portrays himself as a “liberal thinker” 
- has never done his homework on the Christian Right, and he 
completely ignores the destructive effects of their relentless 
homophobia. Perhaps he might consider a novel approach to his 
show ... ano actually think before he talks.

agenda is “on a descending course,” he pre¬ 
dicted, over time there will be bipartisan 
support for gay rights legislation. 

Lehman decried cynics and critics - both 
right wing and left wing - within the lesbian 
and gay community, who pick apart and tear 
down efforts of mainstream activists out of 
personal piques and agendas. 

He said that a lot of the criticism is carp¬ 
ing from people who are critical from the 
comfort of the closet, and described the gay 
community as a kind of iceberg. 

“A small number of people are visible 


above the water line and a vast number of 
people continue to choose to hide in the clos¬ 
et,” he explained. 

He urged the lesbian and gay community 
to unite against the real enemies of the les¬ 
bian and gay movement, like Jesse Helms, 
and not to attack or criticize lesbian and gay 
leaders unfairly. 

Lehman paid particular tribute to HRCF 
leader Elizabeth Birch, and said that in 100 
years the Northern California lesbian would 
be historically renowned for her work on 
behalf of the community.

The Clinton administration is committed 
to AIDS funding in the face of Republican 
efforts to slash AIDS care and prevention 
money, openly gay Assistant Commerce 
Secretary for Patents and Trademarks Bruce 
Lehman told the Bay Area Reporter during a 
recent visit to San Francisco. 

The administration is closely linked with 
the struggle for lesbian and gay rights, 
Lehman told the B.A.R. - and despite the 
recent Republican Congressional win, and 
attempts to defeat progress in the area of les¬ 
bian and gay rights, he believes that the gay 
rights movement will eventually prevail. 

“The Phil Gramms of the world, the 
Christian Coalitions, the Jesse Helms, 
those people are the exact same people in 
1775 who would have been loyal to the 
King of England; the same people who 
would have argued in 1840 that Dred Scott 
was not a full human being; the same peo¬ 
ple who in 1890 would have said that 
women do not have equal rights to men and 
should not be allowed to vote; the same 
people who supported Jim Crow laws; the 
same people in World War II who would 
have supported the segregated military,” 
Lehman said. 

Lehman also said that he attended a “his¬ 
toric” March 1 reception at Blair House for 
lesbian and gay activists, sponsored by Vice 
President A1 Gore and his wife Tipper at the 
conclusion of the annual Human Rights 
Campaign Fund leadership conference. 

“In honor of those efforts, the Vice 
President and Tipper Gore decided to invite 
people to their home, to have them over for 
a reception. It was extremely nice and an 
example of the commitment the Clinton 
administration has to fairness for lesbians 
and gays,” Lehman said. “It’s significant. It’s 
never happened in history before.” 

Lehman said that Clinton’s political trou¬ 
bles with conservatives of both parties began 
because of proposals to lift the ban on gays 
in the military. 

And, although the battle about gays in the 
military was lost - Lehman says that he 
believes it’s just temporary. 

“I was a lieutenant in the Army during the 
Vietnam war. I’m an assistant secretary for 
commerce. I could have been a general,” he 
said. “We have to put it behind us. The bul¬ 
lies beat us up but we haven’t lost our way,” 
he said.

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American Gay Pioneer To Be Honored at Banquet

Longtime San Francisco gay 
activist Hal Call is one of two 
dozen pioneers of the lesbian 
and gay rights movement who 
will be honored at a March 24 
Los Angeles banquet associated 
with a University of Southern 
California graduate studies con¬ 
ference. 

Call, 77, a historic figure in 
the national gay rights move¬ 
ment, edited the popular 
Mattachine Review, an early 
homophile publication, and has 
been active in the local gay 
community for more than 40 
years. 

He recently announced that 
he will donate a gift of $50,000 
to the USC Center For Scholars 
in Residence, to be used for 16 
scholarships and further 
research in lesbian and gay stud¬ 
ies. 

“I want my name to be 
remembered in the history of 
this movement,” Call told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I got a lot 
out of it and I wanted to put 
something back.” 

Although Call said that 
although independent educa¬ 
tional institutions - such as San 
Francisco’s Harvey Milk 
Institute - make valuable contri¬ 
butions to gay studies, he chose 
to give the funds to USC 
because of that school’s interna¬ 
tional prestige, and because it 
now houses what he says is the 
largest gay archives in the coun¬ 
try. 

“I don’t want to put down the 
importance of the gay and les¬ 
bian archives in San Francisco 
or the lesbian and gay room at 
the new San Francisco library. 
They are very important and of 
local significance,” he said. 
“But these archives will be com¬ 
pletely accessible to teachers, 
researchers, and scholars.” 

The archives - a merger of 
the International Lesbian and 
Gay Archives collection estab¬ 
lished by Jim Kepner, and the 
ONE, Inc. library collection - 
consist of ephemera and memo¬ 
rabilia including a collection of 
hundreds of matchbook covers 
from gay bars, videos, photos, 
and thousands of books and 
other historical documents 
including periodicals, manu¬ 
scripts, and other materials. The 
46-room archives will be 
housed for five years in a former 
child guidance center on the 
USC campus that been com¬ 
pletely renovated under ONE’s 
auspices. 

And while Call said he 
understood the need for other 
kinds of activism, he’s making 
his gift to USC because he 
wanted to support academic les¬ 
bian and gay studies research. 

He says that time will contin¬ 
ue to take care of most of the 
virulently anti-gay voices in the 
country - and that research will 
help educate future generations. 

“I feel the academic 
approach for ending discrimina¬ 
tion and integrating the gay 
movement into society is the 
best,” he said. 

Other early lesbian and gay 
rights figures to be feted at the 
March 24 dinner include Phyllis 
Lyon and Del Martin, Barbara 
Gittings, Franklin Kameny, psy¬ 
chologist Dr. Evelyn Hooker, 
Jim Kepner, Morris Kight, The 
Reverend Troy Perry, and one¬ 
time Mattachine Society presi¬ 
dent Ken Bums.

HOPWA in SF: Just Beginning as It Ends?

The debate over funding for 
the program known as HOPWA 
- Housing Opportunities for 
People With AIDS - has raged 
through Congress for the last 


two weeks, usually involving 
huge numbers like 
$186,000,000. That figure, 
which represents the total allo¬ 
cation for fiscal year 1995, is 
small potatoes to the federal 
government, but still too large

for most people to comprehend. 

A better way to understand 
HOPWA is to start with a small¬ 
er number, like seven. 

Seven households receiving 
rent subsidies for people with 
AIDS or disabling HIV disease 
from the San Francisco 
Redevelopment Agency began 
moving into apartments last 
week, and more than 40 other 
local households have been cer¬ 
tified to receive rental subsidies. 

Those subsidies are provided 
through the threatened federal 
HOPWA program, and are part 
of approximately $2 million that 
has been set aside to serve up to 
300 income-eligible households 
disabled by HIV, 

Redevelopment Agency devel¬ 
opment specialist Chris Harris 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The funds are available from 
the 1994 funding cycle, Harris 
said, and are not part of the 1995 
funds previously authorized but 
rescinded as part of a larger bud¬ 
get reduction bill approved on 
Thursday, March 2 by the House 
of Representatives. [See story, 
“Some Proposed AIDS Funding 
Cuts Fall, Others Remain,” page 
1■] 

“When we receive the annual 
allowance for housing funds for 
federal government, we have 
three years to spend the money,” 
Harris told the B.A.R. “We have 
$2 million for subsidies with the 
’94 funding. The eligibility is 
good for a 12-month period - 
but beyond that is what remains 
unclear.” 

The funds are earmarked for

mate housing is ineligible, for 
example - the demand for 
HOPWA subsidies far outstrips 
the supply. 

The subsidies are adminis¬ 
tered through the San Francisco 
Housing Authority; the 
Redevelopment Agency has also 
contracted with Catholic 
Charities of the Archdiocese of 
San Francisco to assist people 
eligible for the housing funds in 
finding suitable housing and 
supportive care services. 

“We provide the services 
which help connect people with 
the subsidies - and with the hous¬ 
ing itself,” said Catholic Charities 
spokesperson Bob Nelson. 

That assistance includes 
referral to housing providers 
and negotiating with landlords. 
Nelson said. 


The agency also assists 
clients with case management 
services that include linking 
people receiving subsidies to 
other services, including Project 
Open Hand, attendant care ser¬ 
vices, or other services that 
clients need, Nelson said. 

The housing advocacy ser¬ 
vices are an essential compo¬ 
nent of AIDS care. Nelson said, 
whether or not they are funded 
by the government. 

“Catholic Charities is com¬ 
mitted to ongoing funding of the 
program,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. We will do the best we 
possibly can to make sure that if 
the housing funds dry up, the 
program will continue.” 

In addition to the rent sub¬ 
sidy program, the Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency is also allocating 
$6-10 million annually, subject 
to federal appropriations, to 
non-profit sponsors for new 
affordable housing for people 
with HIV and AIDS. 

The housing programs range 
from hospices to apartments, 
and include associated support¬ 
ive services, Harris said. 

Almost 1700 eligible house¬ 
holds affected by AIDS - rang¬ 
ing from individuals with AIDS 
to families with an ill parent or 
child - have applied for the sub¬ 
sidies, according to Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency Commission pres¬ 
ident Jon Kouba. 

“We can’t take care of every¬ 
body as it is,” Kouba told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We won’t 
be able to take care of anybody 
if the HOPWA cuts stick.” ▼

with proper protocols. It will be a very long and 
open process. We don t intend to rush this.” She 
said the group will look at the other 36 states with 
some form of mandatory reporting as well as talk 
with a wide variety of county health officials and 
interested groups. 

“It is shocking to me that the doctors of this 
state are suggesting something that is contrary to 
public health,” says Lorri L. Jean, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Los Angeles Gay & Lesbian Community 
Services Center, which runs Southern California’s 
largest anonymous testing site, as well as several 
other programs linked to combating HIV/AIDS. 
“People are already afraid to get tested. Now they 
won’t know if they’re negative or positive, and 
they won’t get counseling on what safer sex is, so 
they’re less likely to be careful.” 

According to Darrel Cummings, director of the 
Center’s programs, the rhetoric and public dis¬ 
cussion of the CMA’s policy shift might in itself 
be enough to frighten people away from getting 
tested or seeking services. “It’s hard for them to 
distinguish between what will happen and what’s 
legally going to happen,” he said. “It’s very simi¬ 
lar to what happened with the passage of 187 [the 
anti-illegal immigrant ballot initiative passed by 
voters last November]. It may be tied up in 
courts, but it created an environment where peo¬ 
ple are not accessing healthcare. Every healthcare 
provider I know of saw a decline following 187 
regardless of the steps we took to assure people it 
was safe.” 

Mark Senak, AIDS Project Los Angeles’s direc¬ 
tor of planning, agreed that “The passage of 187 
had an immediate impact: Latinos canceled their 
testing appointments and people stopped going to 
get tested and they were afraid to come in for treat¬ 
ment.” 

“Such a law would also have a tremendous 
financial impact on the state,” Jean said, pointing 
out that a whole infrastructure would have to be 
built to handle people whose “first entry into the 
healthcare system will be when they are so sick 
they have to come to the county emergency room. 
The costs can be astronomical.” 

Jean is also in the dark about the change in pol¬ 
icy. “The only thing I can think of is that the radi¬ 
cal right is taking control of the CMA. This 
approach has been debunked by the AMA 


[American Medical Association] and by other state 
and medical associations. It makes us look like 
we’re some backward state from the deep south. 
The next thing we know, the CMA will suggest 
quarantine. From a public health standpoint this is 
ridiculous, counterproductive, and dangerous. 

“How in the world did a group of extremists 
capture the CMA?” 

Senak is concerned that the extremism is only 
beginning. “Who’s to say that a knee jerk elec¬ 
torate cannot say ‘make the names public’ on 
another ballot,” he asked. “Then comes quaranti¬ 
ning down the line.” He likens the endpoint of 
CMA-sponsored legislation to the anti-gay equal 
rights initiatives placed on ballots around the coun¬ 
try. “This is not what’s best for public policy but is 
based on something that’s punitive. Doctors aren’t 
immune from politics.” 

“It’s a complex situation,” the new CMA presi¬ 
dent Dr. Eugene S. Ogrod of Sacramento told the 
Times. “We have to balance some rights. You have 
individuals with a disease who have to have a cer¬ 
tain level of confidentiality. You also have individ¬ 
uals who are exposed to the disease who have 
some rights to get their lives in order and to take 
steps to manage their disease early and hopefully 
improve the quality of life.” 

Walters also said, “The public health risk out¬ 
weighs the very limited breach of confidentiality, 
especially in light of the growing population that is 
at risk.” The “traditional” at risk population, she 
says, “knew they were at risk. Now the growing 
population is not that aware. Our concern is that 
most people don’t recognize they are at risk. When 
you’re talking about child-bearing or pregnant 
women - now you’re talking about two lives and 
there’s new evidence about what early intervention 
can do.” 

She calls any correlation between 187 and the 
reporting process they will develop a “complete 
reach,” since it does not deal with confidentiality 
issues but is reporting “for the purposes of taking 
people out of the country.” She notes that confi¬ 
dentiality is maintained now regarding “a whole 
host of diseases” that are reportable. But she con¬ 
cedes that with partner notification of HIV/AIDS, 
complete confidentiality cannot be ensured. 

The CMA is a “long way from taking that very 
vague language [of the resolution] and turning it 
into some sort of legislation,” Walters told the 
B.A.R. She encourages people to write to their

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Lawyers: Custody Shouldn’t Depend on Parent’s Sexuality

The American Academy of Matrimonial Lawyers, 
comprised of 1,500 of the nation’s top divorce and mat¬ 
rimonial law attorneys, has come to the support of les¬ 
bian mother Sharon Lynne Bottoms, saying that homo¬ 
sexuality in and of itself should not be a bar to custody of 
children. 

Oral arguments in the Bottoms case were heard 
before the Virginia Supreme Court in late February. In 
the case, the mother’s lesbianism was the stated reason 
for a trial court’s decision to award custody of her son to 
Pamela Kay Bottoms, the boy’s grandmother, in 1993. 

A Virginia intermediate appeals court subsequently 
ruled the trial court had erred and ordered the son 
returned to his mother. The case was then appealed by the 
grandmother to the Virginia Supreme Court. 

That case has heightened national awareness of the 
struggle by lesbian and gay parents to keep custody of 
their children, causing AAML to weigh in with an ami¬ 
cus curiae brief filed with the Virginia high court. 

“Any presumption that a homosexual parent is ‘unfit’ 
for custody simply by virtue of his or her homosexuality 
is a doctrine based upon prejudice and stereotypes,” the 
brief said, “which deprives a parent of fundamental rights 
and privileges guaranteed under the Constitution, while 
simultaneously ignoring the best interests of the child.” 

States 1 three approaches 

“Estimates are there may be as many as 14 million 
lesbian mothers and gay fathers in the U.S. today. Many 
of these are excellent parents and should not be denied 
the right to raise their children simply based on their sex¬ 
ual orientation,” said Boston lawyer Gerald L. 
Nissenbaum, the academy’s president. 

Nissenbaum said “there would be great harm to chil¬ 
dren if they were denied their right to be raised by their 
own parents, simply because a parent was gay.” 

AAML said there were three approaches currently 
being taken by the courts with regard to custody by 
homosexual parents: 

• Those states where homosexuality “per se,” or in and 
of itself, is an unrebuttable presumption that a parent is

unfit; 

• Those states practicing what is called a “nexus” 
approach, which requires a finding of a proven adverse 
impact upon the child as a result of the parent’s homo¬ 
sexuality to deny custody; and 


• A middle ground approach, in which the par¬ 
ent’s homosexuality, by itself, is not deemed to ren¬ 
der the parent “unfit,” but instead, the existence of a 
homosexual relationship is assumed to be an unsuit¬ 
able environment. Under such an approach, a homo¬ 
sexual parent may be granted the custody of his or 
her child, provided that he or she complies with cer¬ 
tain judicially determined standards of behavior, 
usually involving refraining from associating with 
other known homosexuals in the presence of the 
child. 

“The nexus approach clearly represents the majority 
position in the United States today,” said Cynthia L. 
Greene, a Miami attorney and primary drafter of the 
AAML’s friend-of-court brief. 

“The fact is that as to actual child-rearing skills and 
the ability to provide an appropriate home environment,” 
Greene said, “be it from a material, moral, or spiritual 
viewpoint, recent research shows there is no difference 
between heterosexual and homosexual parents.” 

The AAML brief observed that “a homosexual parent 
might be found unfit for any of the reasons a heterosexu¬ 
al parent might be found unfit,” and said that the nexus 
approach protected the best interests of the child, while 
not unnecessarily abridging constitutional rights or 
potentially removing a child from the atmosphere most 
beneficial to that child. 

The Fellows of the American Academy of 
Matrimonial Lawyers are experts in the specialized field 
of matrimonial law, including divorce, prenuptial agree¬ 
ments, legal separation, annulment, custody, property 
valuation and division, and support. 

The purpose of the academy is to encourage the study, 
improve the practice, elevate the standards, and advance 
the cause of matrimonial law. 

Because of the lack of information available to 
lawyers and mental health professionals in this area, the 
AAML is also planning a series of educational programs 
to address the issues raised in the Bottoms case. ▼

meeting covered wasting in 
trauma, the elderly, cystic fibro¬ 
sis, and cancer, the most excit¬ 
ing and detailed research pre¬ 
sented was on AIDS-related 
wasting syndrome. It was no 
surprise that Serono Labs of 
Norwell, Massachusetts spon¬ 
sored the symposia, given the 
fact that their new wasting ther¬ 
apy, Serostim (rHGH - recom¬ 
binant human growth hormone) 
was the highlight of the meet¬ 
ing. 

A history of early scientific 
investigation in wasting by 
Vernon Young Ph.D., D.Sc. 
from MIT was the conference 
opener. Young stated that the 
science of nutrition is “vague 
and permeable.” He defined 
nutrition as the pattern between 
functional and behavioral 
aspects of the organism and diet. 
Early basic aspects of nutrition 
were experimented with in the 
“vitamin explosion” era. 
Advances over the last decade 
included basic aspects such as 
how nutrition regulates metabo¬ 
lism and new derivatives of 
nutrients such as retinoids 
(retinol and retinoic acid), and 
selenium (used for gene tran¬ 
scription). New functions of 
known nutrients such as argi¬ 
nine were then reviewed. Dose 
level determination difficulties 
for TPN (total parenteral nutri¬ 
tion) and the irregular nature of 
international measurements in 
supplements was discussed. 
Young advocated for more 
emphasis on long term nutri¬ 
tional support and better use of 
our “intellectual resources” or 
background literature with 
“cross pollination” with experts. 
The future goal for the manage¬ 
ment of wasting disorders in all 
disease states would be to delay 
the onset of wasting. 

Measuring body composition 
for research and in the clinic has 
always been debated in medical 
science, and this issue was dis¬ 
cussed at the symposia. Studies 
presented here differed in their 
method of measuring body com¬ 
position. It seems that there is 
controversy over the accuracy 
and availability of the different 
body composition methodolo¬ 
gies. The various disciplines of 
physiology and nutrition 
involved in wasting research 
throw a wrench in determining 
which test to use. 

The tests are: 

1. ) Neutron Activation 
Analysis, which involves atomic 
chemicals and high tech equip¬ 
ment to measure body composi¬ 
tion. It is only available in two 
hospitals that we know of and is 
expensive. However, it is 
thought to be the most accurate 
test. 

2. ) The DEXA (dual-energy 
x-ray analysis) is used at San 
Francisco General Hospital and 
measures accurately the body 
components of bone, fat, and 
lean body mass. It is widely 
available. 

3. ) In bio-impedance analy¬ 
sis, low voltage electric charges 
measure a stale relationship 
between the body components. 
It is a portable, easy to use 
device. 

4. ) MRI scanning, widely

available, is time consuming 
and expensive. 

5.) Simple blood tests for 
nitrogen and potassium levels 
may not be as accurate as the 
aforementioned equipment. 

Other problems we’ve seen 
involving access and high tech¬ 
nology holds true with body 
composition analysis. So, until 
further research is done, the 
debate on which test to use 
remains unsolved. 

Treatment modalities for 
improving food intake and 
absorption presented the most 
exciting and hopeful news at the 
conference. Until recently, wast¬ 
ing treatments only helped 
increase body fat, but lean body 
mass is what is crucial for a 
proper functioning immune sys¬ 
tem and efficient energy expen¬ 
diture. It is the stalwart of total 
body weight. Therefore it is 
important to look for treatments 
that put on lean muscle mass. In 
past articles of the ACT 
UP/Golden Gate Writer’s Pool 
we have written about our work 
in development of rHGH. In this 
symposium growth hormone 
was the highlight. All other 
treatments for wasting show less 
promising results, although they 
are certainly cheaper. 
Reimbursement issues with the 
Serostim Treatment IND were 
discussed with Serono represen¬ 
tatives and activists. In Dr. 
Jamie von Roenn’s study of 
megestrol acetate (Megace) at 
Northwestern, 270 patients with 
wasting syndrome showed for 
the first time that 30 percent of 
the total body weight gained 
was, in fact, lean body mass. Up 
to now we had thought that 
Megace would only put on fat. 

Unfortunately, impotence 
was seen as a prominent, often 
reported side effect. It is hoped 
that concurrent .testosterone 
therapy may mediate this prob¬ 
lem. 

New data from the much- 
anticipated New York 
Rockefeller thalidomide study 
for wasting in PWAs co-infected 
with TB show a total weight 
gain of six percent of body 
weight, in only 20 days. 
Although it wasn’t determined 
whether this was fat or lean 
body mass, it was a significant 
percentage. We know that both 
megace and thalidomide are 
cheaper compared to growth 
hormone, and may even be 


effective when combined with 
rHGH. As a result of this new 
information, the researchers 
want to plan new trials of com¬ 
bination therapies. 

Early intervention was a 
recurrent theme throughout the 
two-and-a-half-day conference, 
particularly with regard to treat¬ 
ment prior to debilitating oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. One clinician 
asked how he would best treat 
his wasted female patients: the 
reply was to treat early and 
aggressively. Donald Kotler, the 
symposium scientific committee 
co-chair, illustrated problems 
facing women, including the 
obvious loss of fat stores specif¬ 
ically in malnutrition. Oral can¬ 
didiasis is a major problem with 
food intake in women. His con¬ 
clusion that wasting is an 
episodic phenomenon raises 
questions to the optimal 
approaches for early interven¬ 
tion in general. 

Differences in wasting syn¬ 
drome in women were submit¬ 
ted in an additional session con¬ 
sisting of three presentations. 
Kathleen Mulligan, Ph.D. at 
UCSF focused on energy 
metabolism and body composi¬ 
tion in HIV-infected women. 
Previous studies were cited, 
which showed women bum fat 
under conditions where men 
burned lean body tissue. Ellen 
Engelson of St. Luke’s Medical 
Center in New York stressed the 
need for studies about hypogo¬ 
nadism in women. Norman 
Muurahainen, M.D. Ph.D., 
revealed techniques to assess 
malnutrition in women with 
HIV. Research into women-spe- 
cific issues was universally 
applauded by symposium par¬ 
ticipants. 

Cytokine manipulation, 
antiretroviral therapy, and OI 
treatment in relation to wasting 
were also covered. Carl 
Grunfeld, M.D., Ph.D., at the 
VA Medical Center in San 
Francisco, demonstrated the 
directly proportionate relation¬ 
ship between various cytokines 
(IL-1, TNF, IL-6, etc.) with 
each other. The use of anti¬ 
retrovirals showed dramatic 
weight gain when administered 
after onset of wasting. Wasting 
has been seen very early in 
HIV disease and supports the 
notion that an HIV-impacted 
immune system is a chronic 
activation. 

Perhaps the best thing to hap¬ 
pen in the wasting symposium is 
the bringing together of ideas 
and information in the different 
disciplines of medicine, some¬ 
thing that AIDS activists have 
already done in immunology 
and virology. Collectively, the 
participants in this meeting 
seemed to truly want to find 
answers to this horrible compli¬ 
cation in the most appalling of 
diseases known as AIDS. T

Community Divided as HIV Test Kits Advance 

FDA To Accept Comments Until April 10

Home kits to test for the presence of 
HIV in the blood took a small step 
closer to possible approval when the 
Food and Drug Administration (FDA) 
published notice of revised guidelines 
for those products in the February 23 
Federal Register. Written comments 
will be accepted until April 10, and 
new guidelines, possibly with further 
modifications, will become final at 
some later date. 

The most significant technical bar¬ 
rier to approval seems to be lack of an 
approved confirmatory test, such as a 
Western blot, for dried blood products. 

Controversy within the community 
over the tests was readily apparent at a 
forum at the National Press Club on 
Tuesday, February 28, sponsored by 
the libertarian group Gays and 
Lesbians for Individual Liberty. 

“A half million people in the U.S., 
who are HIV-positive and do not know 
it, are committing suicide of igno¬ 
rance,” said Sean Strub. Strub operates 
a dozen businesses marketing to the 
gay and AIDS communities, including 
POZ magazine. He is a strong support¬ 
er of HIV home test kits, has worked 
extensively with Johnson & Johnson - 
the company seeking approval of such 
a kit - and has received significant 
money from them for those efforts. 

“For people who are geographically 
isolated, people from communities of 
color, we have a very lousy system for

getting them tested,” Strub said. He 
cited studies in Washington and Los 
Angeles showing that most minorities 
do not know they have AIDS until they 
show up at emergency rooms with 
opportunistic infections. 

“Sean, I am a black gay man,” 
responded Cornelius Baker, director of 
public policy for the National 
Association of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA). “And I have to tell you, this 


test will be of no use to my communi¬ 
ty. It will certainly not be of any use to 
the increasingly poor, black and Latino 
women who are at risk for HIV and 
who are not going to walk into a phar¬ 
macy and pay $30 for this test. So stop 
pimping them. 

“I apologize for any ill offense,” he 
continued, “but it is part of my core 
being, and I have to react viscerally to 
this. My community is dying. 

“This test has the potential for 
undermining our public health,” he 
went on. “It has the potential for 
undermining directing the resources to 
the communities where we know they 
are most great.” 

He acknowledged the test may have 
some limited value, but questioned 
how it would affect our “ability to 
track and monitor the epidemic” and 
with that, how federal money is dis¬ 
bursed to meet needs. 

Shepherd Smith, executive director 
of the conservative Americans for a 
Sound AIDS Policy, expressed fears 
the tests will generate a lot of business, 
and “the government will then use that 
as an excuse to reduce the $110 mil¬ 
lion now allocated to testing and coun¬ 
seling, with the rationale that it is 
being done.” Smith agreed the tests 
won’t be used much in poorer commu¬ 
nities “that cannot afford a $30-50 test. 
And they are the communities that 
need our focus right now.” 

Dana Berliner, from the libertarian 
public interest law firm the Institute 


for Justice, believes “the FDA’s failure 
to approve home access HIV testing 
violates constitutional rights.” She 
stressed that the decision whether or 
not to use this type of test should be a 
personal one, not a government one, 
so long as the test is “safe and effec¬ 
tive.” 

She lambasted the FDA for having 
delayed approval for seven years. “The 
Institute is prepared to pursue legal 
action if it becomes necessary and the 
FDA does not approve home test kits,” 
she warned - but declined to comment 
further when subsequently questioned 
about the length of delay necessary to 
prompt their suit. 

“That one knows their HIV status 
doesn’t mean a Goddamn thing,” said 
Bill Freeman, executive director of 
NAPWA. “What matters is how that 
knowledge is translated into action to 
protect oneself, to help one live longer, 
and also to protect one’s partners.” 

“Why HIV [test kits] and why 
now?” questioned Chris Portelli, exec¬ 
utive director of the National Lesbian 
and Gay Health Association. “Why 
don’t we have home test kits for 
leukemia? Breast cancer? A whole 
array of serious medical diseases? 

“My answer is: We don’t have them 
because the fear and the misinforma¬ 
tion that exists about HIV means big 
profits and big dollars for corporate 
America. Especially for the company 
who can get on the market first with 
such a kit.” ▼ 


Would You Trust a Kopp with Your Joint? 

Marijuana Activists Find 
Some Surprising Support

Marijuana activists are high¬ 
ly surprised that State Senator 
Quentin Kopp (I-SF) - who is 
usually conservative on mari¬ 
juana-related issues - has intro¬ 
duced SB 1198, which would 
opt out of California’s contro¬ 
versial “Smoke a Joint, Lose 
your License” law. 

In other news, according to 
Dale Gieringer of California 
NORML - the National 
Organizational for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws - California 
Assemblyman John 

Vasconcellos (D-San Jose) is 
sponsoring another medical 
marijuana bill, AB 1529, that 
would exempt patients with a 
physician’s recommendation 
from laws against personal pos¬ 
session and cultivation of mari¬ 
juana. The Vasconcellos bill is 
very similar to the medical mar¬ 
ijuana initiative proposed by 
Californians for Compassionate 
Use for the November, 1996 
ballot, Gieringer said. 

Governor Pete Wilson, with 
an eye on the right and the GOP 
Presidential nomination, vetoed a 
medical marijuana bill last year, 
and patients continue to be arrest¬ 
ed for using marijuana to relieve 
glaucoma, AIDS-related wasting 
syndrome, chemotherapy side 
effects, and multiple sclerosis. 

Kopp’s bill is in response to a 
law requiring mandatory six- 
month driver’s license suspen¬ 
sion for any drug offense, 
whether it is driving-related or 
not. It was passed last year at 
Governor Wilson’s insistence to

comply with a federal trans¬ 
portation funding mandate. 

Gieringer said the “Smoke a 
Joint, Lose Your License” mea¬ 
sure is scheduled to expire on 
December 1, this year. At that 
point, California must decide 
either to re-enact it or else opt 
out, as proposed by Senator 
Kopp. Failure to do either will 
result in the lost of $100 million 
in federal highway aid. 

Wilson is expected to back 
an alternative bill, AB 1304 
from assemblyman Larry 
Bowler (R-Elk Grove/Stockton) 
extending the “Smoke a Joint, 
Lose Your License” law indefi¬ 
nitely. 

Kopp said he is sponsoring 
SB 1198 because of his opposi¬ 
tion to federal highway trans¬ 
portation mandates. ▼

Correction 

The Bay Area Reporter wishes to 
correct and clarify statements in the 
“Commentary" entitled "Viral 
Apartheid," published in the QUEER 
WATCH section of the February 23, 
1995 edition of the Bay Area Reporter 
(Vol. XXV No. 8). The author, Michael 
Botkin, has informed the Bay Area 
Reporter that he put certain terms, 
including "Viral Apartheid" and 
"Partner Selection," in quotation 
marks to indicate that they are slang 
phrases currently used by the HIVer 
community, and perhaps not familiar 
to the general population. Those 
terms were not quotations from Walt 
Odets, Ph.D., and those terms were 
not used by Dr. Odets in his remarks 


on February 3, 1995, at one of the 
closing panels at the National AIDS 
Update Conference at the Moscone 
Center. Dr. Odets did not present 
"arguments" in his remarks that HIV- 
positives should be excluded from 
"clubs and society," only from certain 
psychotherapy groups. 

Any statements in the Commen¬ 
tary to the effect that Dr. Odets 
espouses those ideas or advocates 
that HIV-negative men avoid HIV-pos¬ 
itive men, were strictly expressions of 
opinion by Mr. Botkin. Likewise, the 
following statements in the Commen¬ 
tary were, and are, only opinions or 
conjecture stated by the author, Mr. 
Botkin, and were, and are, not report¬ 


ed by the Bay Area Reporter as state¬ 
ments of fact: 

• That Odets has "a lucrative prac¬ 
tice catering to HIV-negatives." 

• That Odets "specializes in such a 
lucrative clientele." 

• That Odets "prefers]" "partner 
selection" and consequently "demo- 
nize[s]" HIV-positive men "as dis¬ 
eased pariahs," mislead[s] HIV-nega¬ 
tive men into "neglecting] safe 
behaviors" and shuns "moral scru¬ 
ples" and ethics. 

• That he had a "preference" for 
partner selection. 

• That "negatives, like racists and 
sexists, have a right to exclude those 
they despise." 


• That the patient population of 
Dr. Odets's clinical practice is charac¬ 
terized by "personality disorders," 
people with "money," people with 
"serious problems," and people who 
pay for a "long, profitable course of 
treatment" and "never get better." 

• That Odets is making "efforts to 
lead a cushy life by exploiting the 
AIDS epidemic." 

The Bay Area Reporter regrets and 
apologizes for any misunderstanding 
that may have resulted from any state¬ 
ments published in the original article. 
That article was published as a 
“Commentary" to indicate to our read¬ 
ers that it was an expression of opinion

The Queeries

e are pleased to 
announce the first 
annual awarding of 
the Queeries. Un¬ 
like the “Scabies,” which are 
awarded annually in this column 
to individuals and organizations 
who suck the blood out of the 
queer community, the Queeries 
are granted in recognition of 
those who provide vital services 
to the oppressed. 

As much as we enjoy whin¬ 
ing and carping, generally, it 
does get depressing after a 
while, and one does need posi¬ 
tive models to look up to. This 
year, Queeries go to LYRIC (the 
queer youth organization), to 
the AIDS Emergency Fund, and 
to the CUAV (Community 
United Against Violence) victim 
advocacy program. 

It should be noted that the 
Queeries are not intended as a 
purely local award, although 
this year’s winners are all based 
in The City. It’s just that the 
high standards of the nominat¬ 
ing committee (the Political 
Correctness Caucus of 
AQUANET - Anarchistic 
Queers United Against Nearly 
Every Thing) precluded any 
kudos going to national organi¬ 
zations like the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (also 
known as “the Task Farce”) or 
the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund (a.k.a. “the Champagne 
Fund”). 

What can you say about an 
organization like the Task Farce, 
whose executive director (a pre¬ 
vious winner of a Scabby) has 
denounced the Americans With 
Disabilities Act because it 
allegedly allows demented 
HIVers to keep their jobs? The 
fact that this outrageous com¬ 
ment was intended to excuse the 
speaker’s own starring role in 
the recent financial incompe¬ 
tence at Shanti Project only 
compounds the offense of 
attacking the rights she’s been 
hired to defend. 

The sad fact is that our lead¬ 
ership, on a national level, is not 
the sort to inspire confidence or 
win awards. We seem to do bet¬ 
ter on the grassroots level, and 
this year’s Queery winners are 
all smallish organizations with 
well-defined tasks and strong 
community ties. If we could 
match such accomplishments on 
a national level, there’s no 
telling what we could get done! 

In addition to the honor of 
the award, Queery winners can 
apply to AQUANET for a hand¬ 
some certificate suitable for 
framing. Furthermore, they 
should feel free to clip this col¬ 
umn and include it in their 
fundraising efforts. Finally, I 


encourage readers to assist these 
organizations, financially and 
otherwise, as much as you can; 
we need them, and they need us. 

Lyrical praise 

LYRIC is an organization of, 
for and by queer youth. 
Although it currently has a 
building in the Castro and a paid 
staff of a half dozen, it started 
out just a few years ago as an 
all-volunteer outfit meeting in 
rented or borrowed spaces. It 
runs the Youth Talkline, which

serves the nine-county Bay 
Area, and assists about 4,000 
queer youths every year. 

In contrast to many gay 
youth groups in this country, 
which are run as social service 
agencies providing mental 
health services, LYRIC began 
(and largely continues) as an 
independent youth-run organi¬ 
zation. As a result its current 
model focuses on empowerment 
via social support rather than 
giving therapy to “clients.” They 
provide “safe space” rather than 
head shrinking, and thus nurture 
the queer community at its very 
roots: our youth. 

As a result of these efforts, 
queer youth in San Francisco 
are probably better served than 
their peers anywhere else in the 
country. If there were more 
LYRICs, there’d be a lot less 
teenage suicide and a lot less 
AIDS transmission among 
young people. 

The most substantial support 
they could use (aside from cash, 
which no one refuses) is proba¬ 
bly volunteers for the Youth 
Talkline. They begin training 
new listeners next month, so if 
you’re interested or know 
queers under the age of 23 (the 
LYRIC definition of “youth”) 
who might be, call LYRIC at 
703-6150. 

Fast cash 

The AIDS Emergency Fund 
gives cash to PWAs in need. 
This doesn’t sound so horribly 
complicated, yet AEF is one of 
the few groups that does it, and 
it does it well. They get you 
money fast and with surprising¬ 
ly little hassle and no strings 
attached. This alone is worth an 
award, but additionally, they are 
reputed to operate with the low¬ 
est overhead of any AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization. 

As a well-noted whiner and 
local gadfly, I hear a lot of dirt 
on any and every AIDS group in 
The City. Sometimes it’s true, 
sometimes it’s just spite, but vir¬ 



tually every outfit has people 
willing to badmouth it - except 
AEF. It is a monumental tribute 
to them that even I have never 
heard a disgruntled word about 
them. 

Their procedure is simple. If 
you are a person with AIDS (or 
disabling HIV) and earn less 
than about $1,300 a month, 
you’re eligible for support. This 
is up to $750 a year, (just up 
from $500) for a maximum of 
two years. The money can go 
for rent, food, drugs, or any 
legitimate expense. 

They rarely give out cash, 
preferring to pay the service 
provider directly, but they can 
get money out fast enough to 
really help in an emergency. I’ve

Lesbians in Labor

Women - and lesbians in particular - 
have historically served as midwives to 
the international labor movement. 
International Women’s Day, celebrated 
around the world this week, is an out¬ 
growth of more than a century of activity 
by both gay and straight women. 

It is a fact, however, that cannot be 
gleaned from mainstream historical 
accounts. “It has taken over 65 years for 
historians to acknowledge what the com¬ 
munity knew all along, that lesbians were 
at the center of radical [labor] organizing 
on the East Side [of New York City] and 
that their relationships influenced radical 
politics and strategy,” wrote author and 
founder of The Lesbian Avengers Sarah 
Schulman in her 1994 anthology My 
American History. Schulman detailed the 
rich heritage of labor unionists among 
female garment workers in her native 
New York City. 

Imogen Fua, an organizer with the 
feminist and socialist organization 
Radical Women, explained that the call 
for this day of recognition for working 
women evolved out of protest marches 
staged by women slaving away in the gar¬ 
ment industry during the last quarter of 
the 19th century. Nearly 75 percent of the 
factory workers were young women at 
the peak of their child bearing years, 
forced to endure 12-hour days in unsafe 
conditions for meager earnings. Like 
today, nearly all were recent immigrants 
to the United States. 

Clara Cetkin proposed March 8 as 
International Women’s Day 135 years 
ago, according to Fua, after a union was 
created in March, 1860. It was quickly 
adopted by women’s groups here and in 


many European countries. 

Ironically, this day is now celebrated 
more abroad than in the United States, 
according to Nancy Reiko Kato, Radical 
Women member since 1980 and national 
organizer since 1991. “Women just come 
out and they celebrate it!” she said, espe¬ 
cially members of women’s labor organi¬ 
zations around the world. 

Radical Women was started in 1967 
for lesbians and women of color, by 
Jewish female labor organizers Clara 
Fraser and Gloria Martin. Group mem¬ 
bers believe women of color and lesbians 
will be the ones who will start the kind of 
struggle needed for societal change: “It’s 
the most oppressed women who will 
make the best revolutionary leaders,” said 
Kato. 

Kato said their philosophy has always 
been, “If we rise from the bottom we ben¬ 
efit everyone.” 

And they should know. The group, like 
many feminist organizations, began 
because they felt disenfranchised by the 
mainstream civil rights organizations. 
“We came out of the anti-war movement 
because women felt disgruntled by the 
sexism [there].” 

But any similarities between RW and 
the National Organization for Women, for 
example, end there. Kato underscored the 
longstanding conflict among feminists 
that has not yet been revolved, even since 
NOW’s Pat Ireland came out as a lesbian: 
“I think many mainstream feminist 
groups want to be ‘respectable,’ and they 
think talking about lesbian issues is not 
respectable,” she said. “They are not lead¬ 
ing the way for lesbian rights. 

“Or they want to jump on the band¬ 
wagon if the issue becomes popular or it 
seems that it becomes acceptable.” 


What’s unacceptable, said Kato, is for 
disenfranchised groups like straight fem¬ 
inists and lesbians to pull apart for rea¬ 
sons that are largely cultural. “Fighting 
for lesbian rights has to be part of fighting 
for women’s rights. You can’t separate the 
two.” 

Overall, Kato added, she is hopeful. “I 
think because of the second wave of the 
feminist movement, and because of the 
lesbian and gay movement, people in the 
movement have come to understand the 
importance of being inclusive of lesbian 
issues and lesbianism.” 

One of Radical Women’s recent con¬ 
cerns has been the demotion of Sandy 
Nelson, a lesbian newspaper reporter in 


Tacoma, Washington who was disci¬ 
plined after taking part in a lesbian and 
gay rights protest. Nelson, who is also a 
member of Radical Women, now works at 
the copy desk. T

inate funding for it from his pro¬ 
posed budget for fiscal year 
1996, a decision he reversed 
only after it ignited a wave of 
protests - and were heartened 
by the restoration of the other 
AIDS funding. 

“I was really surprised at the 
depth of bipartisan support, the 
number of Republicans and 
people we wouldn’t have 
expected,” said Gary Rose, lob¬ 
byist with the National 
Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA). He cited con¬ 
servative Republicans like Jim 
Istook (Oklahoma) and Jay 
Dickey (Arkansas) who voted 
for cuts in the subcommittee, 
but reversed themselves in the 
full committee. In fact, AIDS 
funding was one of only two 
areas where the full House 
Appropriations Committee 
voted to reverse cuts called for 
by its subcommittees. 

“We’ve crossed an historic 
threshold on AIDS with this 
vote,” said Rich Tafel, executive 
director of Log Cabin 
Republicans. He mentioned 
those same conservative 
Republicans who voted for the 
funding “in a climate of the 
most severe budget cuts in 
years.” It points out the need “to 
educate both Democrats and 
Republicans and not write any¬ 
one off on AIDS issues.” 

“We won our first battle in a 
clear signal that AIDS is not and 
should not be a partisan issue,” 
said Winnie Stachelberg, senior 
policy analyst with the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund. 

Pelosi acknowledged the 
importance of the victory, but 
warned of the consequences of 
the lost HOPWA funding. “The 


net result of that action will be a 
competition for funds for hous¬ 
ing and care, thereby greatly 
reducing the services we can 
provide to people,” she said. 

Openly gay Congressman 
Gerry Studds (D- 
Massachusetts) greeted the wins 
as “one of the few pleasant sur¬ 
prises we have had this year.” 
He called himself “not normally 
a partisan soul” but then went 
on to characterize the 
Republican “Contract With 
America” as “zero funding for 
people with AIDS and housing.” 

His gay Republican col¬ 
league, Steve Gunderson 
(Wisconsin), didn’t see it in 
quite such dire terms. He inter¬ 
prets the broad cuts as “more an 
effort to keep faith with paying 
for the ‘Contract’ than it is long¬ 
term policy.” 

He called the Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development (the parent agency 
of HOPWA) a poorly-run 
department and a target for cuts. 
“HOPWA was not an attack on 
the AIDS community,” he said. 
“This was not picked out in iso¬ 
lation.” 

But Gunderson is optimistic 
that some funding for HOPWA 
can be salvaged before the 
process is over. He believes 
there is “an education focus that 
has to be dealt with.” When 
Congress members learn that 
the program serves people 
“abandoned by family” and “in 
hospice care at the end stages of 
disease,” he promised, “then 
they have a totally different per¬ 
spective.” 

He also understands the 
political process: “The Senate 
isn’t even going to take up 
rescission,” he said, “and if 
they do, it is going to be vastly 
different than ours [in the 
House].” ▼

heard of PWAs facing eviction 
getting a rent check within 24 
hours of applying to AEF, and 
few operations can move that 
fast. 

Their reputedly low over¬ 
head is icing on the cake. So 
often you hear of “benefits” 
with some portion of the pro¬ 
ceeds going to PWAs or 
encounter marketers who 
promise to donate a share of 
their profits to worthy causes. 
Usually this amounts to a few 
percentage points of the gross at 
best. Money donated to AEF, on 
the other hand, goes almost 
directly into the hands of PWAs 
in need, which is, after all, the 
whole idea. 

If you want to help HIVers in 
trouble, it’s hard to do better 
than by supporting AEF. Call 
them at 558-6999 if you need 
help or want to give it. 

On the case 

The final Queery goes to the 
Community United Against 
Violence victim advocacy pro¬ 
gram. I don’t know how I would 
have gotten through the month 
following my bashing last year 
without their support. It’s hard 
to concretely judge such things, 
but it was my distinct impres¬ 
sion that the San Francisco 
Police Department would have 
done absolutely nothing on my 
behalf if CUAV wasn’t in on the 


case. 

If more cities had CUAV- 
style organizations, perhaps we 
could begin to roll back the ris¬ 
ing tide of queer bashing. Cops 
don’t work real hard on such 
crimes unless they know they’re 
being monitored. And bashing 
victims generally have a hard 
time pressing charges against 
their attackers without some 
moral, legal, and practical sup¬ 
port of the kind CUAV provides. 

No doubt some people will 
recall that just a few months 
ago, I criticized CUAV for their 
involvement in past Castro 
Halloween celebrations. I’m 
still uncomfortable with that 
activity on their part; overall, I 
think they’d be better off if they 
focused more tightly on the 
well-defined task of preventing 
bashing, rather than branching 
off into murky ground like festi¬ 
val crowd control. 

But credit should be given 
where it is due, and their victim 
advocacy program is, quite liter¬ 
ally, an award-winning effort. 
If, goddess forbid, you are ever 
a victim of queer bashing, the 
first thing you should do (after 
stanching bleeding and calling 
the cops) is call CUAV for sup¬ 
port at 777-5500. 

It’s organizations like these 
that have allowed our commu¬ 
nity to flourish as it has and 
which give it any hope of win¬ 
ning our rights (and staying 
alive) in the future. To LYRIC, 
to AEF and to CUAV: deary, 
have a Queery! ▼

Sara Felder 
Juggles at Josie's 

Marriage 
For One

1H n her one-woman show, 

■ juggling monologist Sara 
Felder explains why a wine 
glass gets broken at tradi¬ 
tional Jewish weddings: at the 
moment of your greatest joy 
(wedding day), you’re obliged to 
remember the greatest tragedy 
(the destruction of the second 
temple). So, traditionally, the 
groom crushes the glass under 
his foot, “invoking all the sad¬ 
ness in the world.” For the dura¬ 
tion of June Bride, Felder main¬ 
tains a kindred balance of delight 
and pain, as she tells the story of 
her traditional Jewish marriage 
to another woman, with equal 
doses of poetry and shtick. 

Some of the time Felder talks 
and sometimes she juggles and 
occasionally she does both at 
the same time. The physical 
properties of the cigar boxes, the 
scarves and the machetes - yes, 
machetes - ground her words in 
a concrete reality her technical 
brilliance transcends, raising her 
story to the realm of magic. 
Whoever thought a dyke with 
three balls would rival Chagall 
for lyricism? But when, talking 
to God, she compares her girl¬ 
friend to a tree, the sea and a 
mountain - “Did you have to 
make her so stubborn?” - 
Felder’s moves with a single 
glass ball are a unique theatrical 
metaphor for prayer. In her 
expert hands, juggling becomes 
a three-dimensional language 
whose very restrictions translate

A long with the Sundance Film

Film Festival is the most important 
annual event for anyone interested in 
gay and lesbian film. This is, after all, the fes¬ 
tival that premiered Rob Epstein’s The Times 
of Harvey Milk, the acclaimed 
Epstein/Friedman Oscar-winner Common 
Threads, and such legendary works of the 
queer cinema as Querelle, Caravaggio, Paris 
is Burning and Tongues Untied. 

Last month’s Berlin Film Festival, the 45th, 
was no less auspicious than in years past. 
Gathered for the second largest film festival in 
the world (behind Cannes) were enough queer 
luminaries to light up Berlin’s night sky, but it 
was the films - there were close to 400 of 
them - that were the real attraction. 

The Competition 

The Competition segment of the Berlin 
Film Festival showcases the most high pro¬ 
file, star-studded films of the pack. There 
were 23 films in this year’s Competition, and 
though there were a lot of snoozers, at least 
two films, both lesbian-themed, made favor-

John Fisher: A Prolific and Ambitious Scribe 

Auspicious Debut

'SMf fter you’ve fully explored the pleasures of The 
Joy of Gay Sex, what else is there to do but for- 
- || age through A History of Homosexuality in Six 
Scenes for life’s true meaning? 

Local gay playwright John Fisher has accom¬ 
plished both. Over the past four years while pursu¬ 
ing a Ph.D. in dramatic arts at U.C. Berkeley, the 
writing and directing bug has gotten the better of 
him. Having won a reputation in Berkeley as a fine 
dramatist/director for productions like Medea: The 
Musical and Napoleon: The Camp, Drag, Disco 


Musical Extravaganza, Fisher and his intrepid band 
of players crossed the bridge - metaphorically and 
literally - to the big time when they brought their 
biggest hit. The Joy of Gay Sex, to San Francisco 
late last year. 

Three months later, the well-received, light-hearted 
romantic comedy is still running in San Francisco (at 
Fort Mason’s Bayfront Theatre) and a second Fisher 
play, A History of Homosexuality in Six Scenes, is 
running in repertory with it It’s been a fast ride to suc¬ 
cess on the local theater circuit for Fisher and his 
troupe, but the down-to-earth Fisher takes it in stride.

'Plays the Thing' and 'Quiz Bang' 


Sorry, Wrong Numbers

g| can’t decide whether the disappointments of 
A.C.T.’s The Play’s the Thing outweigh its 
virtues. 

I know only that I’m grateful for the revival; 
in my entire life, this is the first chance I’ve had to 
encounter Ferenc Molnar’s third most famous play, 
after Liliom and The Guardsman. Unfortunately, 
it’s little more than an operetta without music: a lit¬ 
tle cynical, a little naughty, and a whole lot stupid. 

Without the social commentary of The Circle , 
or the plain antic wit of Hay Fever, it needs all the 
style it can get to disguise its lack of substance. 

Still, there’s nothing wrong with an exercise in 
style. This one, however, is garbled by both adap¬ 
tor and the director. Molnar’s comedy is uneasily 
“adapted” by P.G. Wodehouse. An oil and water 
combination, if ever; Wodehouse, all verbal spar¬ 
ring and impertinence, and Molnar all schmaltz. 
There’s lust and lunge to Molnar that Wodehouse 
just doesn’t get. 

Neither, for that matter, does director Benny 
Sato Ambush, who has miscast in the pivotal role 
the shambling, shaggy Ken Ruta where a sleek and 
nimble Jeeves would be better, and then reduced 
the surrounding cast from a pride of passionate 
fanatics to a gallery of one-note stereotypes. The 
commitment, the schmaltz of Molnar cannot ade¬ 
quately be replaced by shtick, and Sato’s superfi¬ 
cial prattling reveals the characters as far more 
self-serving and venal than desirable. 

For what is the plot? With much contrivance 
and chicanery, a lad’s innocence is restored after 
having been cruelly shattered. Never mind that the 
object of his affection isn’t worth it, and will dis¬ 
appoint him within weeks; never mind that the per¬ 
petrators of the “rescue” have at heart only mone¬ 
tary gain. We’d never notice that if anybody on 
stage seemed to think there was something of 
value at stake. 

Something else Ambush has missed: the possi¬ 
bility that the librettist team who concoct the 
machinations of the rescue are a gay couple; the 
way they bicker, banter, and share a bedroom 
could have provided a sassy subtext. 

Still, the play works up its own head of steam, 
and there are laughs and piquant surprises to be 
encountered. There is also, as the disillusioned 
young thing in need of rescue, the delightful Don 
Burroughs. He’s a sparkling-eyed, midnight¬ 
haired, generously dimpled creature who looks 
smashing in a tux, and seems to be the only one on 
stage with something at stake. It’s a sense of need 
to which Ambush should pay heed - I don’t think 
Ambush ever questioned what the play was saying. 
The result is a somewhat superficial rendering. 

Cable Car Theatre’s 
’Quiz Bang’ 

If I saw potential for gay context in Molnar, I 
saw potential in the gay show playing next door at 
the Cable Car Theatre, Quiz Bang. It’s a quiz show 
taken with hardly a change or creative fillip from 
TV’s Jeopardy, only the contestants are queer men 


and women, and the questions they answer - for 
genuine prizes of dinners at local restaurants, tick¬ 
ets to Theatre Rhino, etc. - are gay and lesbian 
trivia. 

Even if the questions posed are more factual 
than fanciful, the categories offer potential: 
Opening night they included “George Cukor,” 
“Stand-Up Sapphos,” “Poppers,” “Pasta,” and 
“Liza w/a Z” (although it’s questionable whether 
any information about Liza can be classified as 
trivia). And there couldn’t be a sharper hostess and 
quizmaster team in town than that nonpareil of 
queendom, Birdie-Bob Watt, and Randy Paulos 
(remembered from Rhino shows and the long-run¬ 
ning Bar None as Randy Weigand). When their ad 
libs fly, everybody, contestants and audience alike, 
had better duck. They made me laugh. 

If I’d encountered this little romp in a bar or 
cafe on a weeknight, I probably would have 
laughed a whole lot more. But in a theatre, as an 
evening in itself, and with a $15 ticket price, Quiz 
Bang is a surprisingly no-frills, low-thrills produc¬ 
tion. There is no pre-show music, and no warm-up. 
The show has barely started when, following 
Round One, we’re left to fend for ourselves while 
the game board is manually changed. If we’re not 
going to be in some way distracted during this 
awkward pause - say, by the entertainment, which 
could be provided by the multi-talented and 
delightful Miss Birdie - there ought to be a second 
game board waiting in the wings. 

C’mon folks, this is a show? This is theatre? 
Sorry, but Quiz Bang needs more wit, more gim¬ 
micks, more plain old production values before its 
ticket price can be rationalized. Just being gay isn’t 
enough. As it stands, this pleasantly trivial show is 
mistitled. Quiz Bang is more of a Quiz Pop. T

Forever Libidinous

11 ohn Fisher’s The Joy of 

sYv Gay Sex was such a sur- 
; . prise hit last year it’s no 

wonder one of his earli¬ 
er works developed at U.C. 
Berkeley, A History of 
Homosexuality in Six Scenes, 
has been dusted off and placed 
in repertory with its sister play 
at Fort Mason’s Bayfront 
Theatre. 

As charming, funny and 
entertaining as History is, it is 
not as coherent, consistent or 
captivating as The Joy of Gay 
Sex. The inevitable comparison 
made, A History of 
Homosexuality still has much 
going for it, not the least of 
which is the same effervescent 
10-member cast that makes Gay 
Sex such a pleasure. 

Hardly a comprehensive his¬ 
tory, and not even close to six 
scenes (it’s actually 11), direc¬ 
tor/writer Fisher’s play is a 
sketch-driven examination of 
the place of homosexuality in 
society throughout history, 
beginning in ancient Greece and 
concluding in modem times. In 
between, Fisher visits with 
Jesus and Pontius Pilate (debat¬ 
ing Leviticus, of course), the Far 
East, medieval nuns, boys wear¬ 
ing dresses on the Elizabethan 
stage, the working women of 
World War II, and the dysfunc¬ 
tional family of the ’90s. It’s a 
haphazard trip, but Fisher’s 
intelligence and ebullient good 
humor make it well worth tak¬ 
ing. 

The better part of the intel¬ 
lectual content - how can mod¬ 
ern terms like “homosexual” 
define Greeks, for instance, who 
never lived their lives by labels? 
Or how is it that St. Paul mis¬ 
read the teachings of Christ, 
who never had a bad word to say 
about “man lying with man”? - 
occurs early in the show, leaving 
plenty of room for the delight¬ 
fully ersatz musical numbers, 
which range from “Begin the 
Beguine” to “As Time Goes By.” 

By far the best scene in the 
play takes place in the Far East 
during the “Zhou Story.” 
Fisher’s beautifully staged, 
comedically incisive creation 
follows young student Zhou 
Yongzhai (Christian Milne), 
who is a failure at the university. 
Zhou becomes despondent, but 
his wise instructor Dong 
(Gabriel Macen) introduces him 
to the pleasures of intimacy with 
another man, namely hot 
Longyang Jun (Matt Schmidt). 
The simple story, hilariously 
narrated by Corey Schaffer, 
adopts a jarring, percussive 
rhythm that lends a pseudo- 
Asian feel to the scene, even as 
it becomes clear that the story is 
one easily set on the Berkeley 
campus. 

A History of Homosexuality 
may not make a strong impres¬ 
sion as a reinterpretation of his¬ 
tory, but as entertainment it is 
full of broad comedy and engag¬ 
ing performances. It’s the kind 
of history that will make you 
want to go home and look up an 
old date.

Taking details from his own

has crafted a sly, raunchy and 
surprisingly funny one-man, 
one-act play with Patrick 
Murphy Is Not Promiscuous, 
now at Josie’s. Subtitled Scenes 
from the Life of a Sex-Worker, 
O’Neill’s hour-long play is 
composed of six scenes culled 
from his life as an “erotic 
masseur,” a position O’Neill 
says he was forced into when he 
was fired from his paralegal job. 

The scenes are sexually 
frank, and O’Neill wastes no 
time providing a suitable amount 
of flesh for the occasion. 
Depicting the dynamics of a 
“ho/trick” relationship, discover¬ 
ing the depths of his own dra¬ 
matically developed libido, or 
detailing the pleasures of wear¬ 
ing a cock ring while Christmas 
shopping, O’Neill’s crisp deliv¬ 
ery and light touch make for an 
amicable journey into these 
dark, titillating waters. 

O’Neill doesn’t play himself 
in Promiscuous, he plays an 
alter-ego, the eponymous 
Murphy, a six-foot, strawberry 
blonde who describes himself as 
“Richie Cunningham with a 
Castro-clone haircut.” With wry, 
matter-of-fact delivery, O’Neill 
somehow takes the mysterious 
world of prostitution and makes 
it surprisingly human, business¬ 
like and most entertaining. We 


see Murphy talking a nervous 
trick through the massage/hand 
job process and the frustration 
that ensues when, despite him¬ 
self, he becomes sexually 
aroused. Then we see him alone 
in his apartment after an espe¬ 
cially satisfying day wavering 
between delight and despair 
when he discovers his arousal 
over a hidden stash of 
International Male catalogs. 

For a finale, O’Neill has 
crafted an amusingly twisted 
solstice party at which all the 
participants are on LSD. The 
zoned-out Murphy has incredi¬ 
ble sex touching only his part¬ 
ner’s forefinger and has pro¬ 
found revelations such as, “the 
universe is one giant studio 
apartment.” 

Writhing nude on black 
sheets, O’Neill concludes his 
show with that rarity in live the¬ 
ater: an erotic comedy high. T

Inspired by Charles Ludlam, 
Mel Brooks, Woody Allen and 
The Carol Burnett Show, Fisher 
says he began writing plays to 
better utilize the actors he works 
with in Berkeley. (He’s used the 
same actors in all of his shows, 
even when he brought his plays 
to The City.) 

Unlike Orson Welles before 
him, Fisher balks at the idea of 
having his own repertory com¬ 
pany. “I work with them 
because they’re good,” he says. 
“At this point we have a short¬ 
hand and I know exactly what 
they can do. I’m afraid of the 
idea of a company because that 
sounds like it would involve a 
lot of stuff that would ruin the 
relationship. 

“It’s creative now, and sort of 
a mutual admiration society, 
but, I hope, not to detrimental 
effect. My hope is that this 
doesn’t become some tired 
group of people hammering out 
yet another show.” 

In denial for years 

Fisher says his play is a com¬ 
edy, but it’s always “examining” 
the nature of homosexuals and 
how they fit into society. “In 
doing research, I found that in 
Greece, nobody really cared,” 
says Fisher. “It was more a 
question of what you did with 
boys when you slept with them 
rather than whether or not you 
slept with them. The Romans 
were more closeted about it. 
Then Christianity got rolling 
and homosexuality became very 
closeted. 

“I wanted to set up a history 
of homosexuals and show that 
we’ve been around and been 
accepted in a far better way than 
we have been recently. It’s noth¬ 
ing new that people are out of 
the closet. We’re sort of coming 
back around to that.” 

A former actor who still per¬ 
forms in some of his own plays, 
Fisher says he has never written 
a play that wasn’t in some way 
gay. Sitting in the comfortable 
house he shares with Michael, 
his lover of seven years, Fisher 
says he’s an artist who is com¬ 
fortable with himself and his 
sexuality. But at 31, Fisher 
looks back to his coming out at 
age 23 and says it wasn’t always 
that way: “I’ve been closeted for 
more of my life than I’ve been 
out,” Fisher muses. “I had girl¬ 
friends and was in total denial. I 
was a mess - just one big put- 
on, always faking it. But the 
minute I came out, I could 
breathe. Creatively, I felt more 
alive, and as a writer I just wrote 
and stopped worrying about 
writing correctly.” 

Boyfriend keeps 
him in line 

A self-described homemak¬ 
er, Fisher says his life is 
Michael and the theater. “I was¬ 
n’t a very successful single per¬ 
son, I’m afraid,” Fisher says. “I 
was sort of a wreck. I wasn’t

really comfortable until I started 
living with Michael, who is a 
reluctant participant in this 
whole theater thing. He likes 
going to plays, but he doesn’t 
like what goes into the making 
of plays. I think he thinks it’s 
completely ridiculous and self- 
indulgent, and everybody 
involved is an egomaniac. He’s 
a calming influence in my life. 
He keeps my own ego and diva 
tendencies in check.” 

Though all is quiet on the 
home front, Fisher has one show 
running and is attempting to get 
another off the ground. 
Unfortunately, he’s just been 
told that their theater is being 
used for a wedding, so the day’s 
vital rehearsal will somehow 
have to be relocated. It’s more 
than a little ironic that a straight 
couple’s wedding has displaced 
rehearsals for A History of 
Homosexuality. Sounds like a 
scene in a John Fisher play. T

into precision communication of 
those surreal realms where words 
have been known to fail. 

Felder evokes a character 
called Tradition (an old guy with 
a handlebar mustache, beard and 
an eyepatch) through the inspired 
use of a violin as a kind of ven¬ 
triloquist’s dummy. At her Aunt 
Rachel’s funeral, young Sara 
teaches Tradition to play the card 
game, Go Fish, and he promises 
to come to her wedding. Years 
later, Felder is matched with her 
future bride, a sort of stand-in for 
the unavailable Emma Goldman. 
They have their first fight over 
the projected circumcision of 
their unborn son, which becomes 
the pretext for some badly 
rhyming verse and flying knives. 

To her traditional Jewish wed¬ 
ding, Felder invites her mother, 
the theater buff (who comes), and 
her father, the jogger (who does¬ 
n’t). She also invites Tradition, 
who blusters, “I will never say 
mazeltov to two girls.” Since a 
lesbian wedding is really a huge 
coming-out ceremony, Felder 
uses the “visual aid” of a straight- 
jacket, from which she escapes

while balancing on a rolla-bolla, 
to express the chutzpah and 
finesse the experience requires. 
She accomplishes her getaway in 
the time it takes the audience to 
get through three choruses of 
“You Are My Sunshine,” with the 
improved final line, “Please don’t 
take my sunshine to LA.” 

For all the graceful humor of 
the writing and the artistry of the 


juggling, it’s Felder the clown 
who puts the material across. Her 
face is more than a face: it’s a sig¬ 
nal, subtle and expressive, point¬ 
ing the audience’s way to what’s 
wrong with the picture she’s 
evoking: what’s contradictory, 
unexpected, improbable. Her 
long, gaunt, high-cheekboned 
mug makes her a dead-ringer for 
Ramses II - and on her it looks 
good. We trust her honest, horsey 
features, when she makes with 
the wide-eyed innocence. Her 
toothy grin transfuses joy. And 
we’re consistently taken in by the 
wrinkled-brow deadpan she uses 
to deliver her off-beat one-liners. 

Felder’s real-life marriage 
sounds as simple as she makes 
her juggling look. We know that 
neither discipline is easy. We say 
mazeltov, and trust Tradition gets 
the message. T

able impressions. 

Wings were flapping over 
Michael Winterbottom’s 
Butterfly Kiss (Britain) starring 
Amanda Plummer, by far the 
most controversial entry in the 
festival. Reminiscent of the psy¬ 
cho killer/twisted sister genre, 
this shocker follows two lovers 
in a dark tale of murder and 
romantic obsession. Plummer, 
replete with pierced tits and 
punk paraphernalia, plays an 
alienated drifter who meets and 
seduces a submissive loner, 
played by Saskia Reeves. 
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Together they travel the cloudy 
highways of Northern England, 
meeting and murdering 
strangers along the way. 
Plummer’s performance is 
incredible - she’s simultaneous¬ 
ly spooky and sympathetic. 

On the other end of the spec¬ 
trum was the world premiere of 
the feel-good crowd-pleaser 
When Night Was Falling 
(Canada) by Patricia Rozema. 
Her latest effort follows heroine 
Camille as she strays from her 
Calvinist boyfriend/preacher 
into the arms of circus per¬ 
former Petra. Like her previous 
film, Mermaids, this, too, is 
quirky and simple. When the 
picture concentrates on its visu¬ 
al elements it soars, but when 
the action shifts to dialogue, it 
falters. Nevertheless, the audi¬ 
ence gave it a rousing reception. 

The Forum 

The Forum of Young Cinema 
(one of two alternative sections 
of the Berlin Film Festival) pre¬ 
sented a smattering of gay films 
and videos. Noteworthy among 
these works was the European 
premiere of Deborah Hoffman’s 
Complaints of a Dutiful 


Daughter (U.S.), a highly per¬ 
sonal exploration of the direc¬ 
tor’s relationship with her 
Alzheimer’s-afflicted mother. 
The film is a multi-faceted gem, 
softly humorous, quietly mov¬ 
ing, yet filled with deep human¬ 
ity. It’s one of those must-see 
films. Look for it when it plays 
the Castro Theatre May 17-19. 

(Historical note: The queer 
highlight of this year’s festival 
came when we learned, shortly 
after Valentine’s Day, that both 
Hoffman and her life partner, 
filmmaker Frances Reid, were 
nominated for Academy Awards 
in different categories - 
Hoffman for Complaints in the 
Feature Documentary category; 
Reid for Straight from the 
Heart, a film about gay and les¬ 
bian children that she produced 
and directed with Dee 
Mosbacher. Reid’s film has been 
nominated in the Best Short 
Documentary category.) 

The jury is still out on Steve 
McLean’s Postcards from 
America (U.S.), based on stories 
by David Wojnarowicz. This 
moody piece mixes spectacular 
visuals with a disjointed narra¬ 
tive. Audiences are split - some 
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Filmmakers Deborah Hoffman and Frances Reid 


find it poetic and profound, oth¬ 
ers dismiss it as inflated and dis¬ 
tant. You can decide for yourself 
when it comes to the Castro in 
the Spring of ’95. 

You can skip Roy Cohn/Jack 
Smith (U.S.) whenever it makes 
its SF premiere. Jill Godmilow’s 
utterly inept rendering of Ron 
Vawter’s acclaimed perfor¬ 
mance piece of the same title 
just doesn’t live up to the hype - 
lousy camera angles, endless 
audience cutaways, poor edit¬ 
ing, no direction. 

The Market 

The Berlin Film Festival’s 
European Film Market is com¬ 
prised of films not accepted into 
the festival proper. This year, 
there were more than 300. The 
best of the bunch was from 
England, Nancy Mecler’s Sister, 
My Sister, starring Julie Walters, 
Joely Richardson and Sodhi 
May. 

Set in the ’30s and based on 
a real-life incident (which in 
turn inspired the Genet play The 
Maids), this over-the-topper is a 
wild combination of high camp 
and high drama. Walters 
{Educating Rita) chews up the 
scenery as the icy madam. 
Meticulously crafted and orgas- 
mically entertaining, this one’s a 
queen’s dream and a dyke’s 
delight. Look for Sister, My 
Sister when it plays the Roxie in 
June. 

Panorama 

Helmed by Wieland Speck, 
this is the gayest portion of the 
Berlin Film Festival. One title 
stood out above all the others - 
Trevor (U.S.) by Peggy Raj ski. 
Nominated this year for an 
Academy Award, the film focus¬ 
es on an overweight teen 
obsessed with theatre, San 
Francisco and Diana Ross. 
Sound familiar? Yes, he’s one of 
us! Trevor pushes all the right 
buttons and is a joyous reclama¬ 
tion of our adolescence. 

Documentary highlights 
included Ballot Measure 9 
(U.S.) - this year’s Sundance 
Audience Award winner. 
Heather MacDonald’s well- 
crafted, highly entertaining film 
chronicles the fierce battle to 
defeat an anti-gay initiative on 
the 1992 Oregon Ballot. 
Presenting both sides without 
the pretense of objectivity, the 
film reveals how the religious 
right is organizing its various 
hate campaigns. Ballot Measure 
9 deserves to be seen by a large 


television audience - call your 
local PBS affiliate and demand 
that they air it. Ballot comes to 
the Castro Theatre in the Spring. 

Marlon Riggs’ Black Is ... 
Black Ain’t (U.S.) has brilliant 
moments, but like the gumbo 
that is the film’s main motif, the 
ingredients never quite come 
together. The cinematic stew 
suffers from an awkward struc¬ 
ture, thematic repetitions, inor¬ 
dinate length and the absence of 
Riggs’ guiding hand (he died 
before the film was completed). 
See it at the Roxie Cinema, 
where it begins a week’s run on 
May 5. 

Jochen Hick’s Menmiacs 
(Germany) delves into the 
leather scene, concentrating on 
the 1994 International Mr. 
Leather contest held in Chicago. 
Mostly because of Hick’s sub¬ 
dued interview style (the film 
features a sparkling conversa¬ 
tion with the B.A.R.’s chatty Mr. 
Marcus), this piece is surpris¬ 
ingly engaging. Nevertheless, 
the momentum isn’t sustained 
and what should be a 50 minute 
film stretches noticeably into 80 
minutes. 

Wigs and rock icons 

Pacing is certainly not a 
problem in Barry Shils’ highly 
energetic Wigstock: The Movie 
(U.S.), which chronicles New 
York’s annual alternative hair- 
fest. Look for this fabu enter¬ 
tainment, which features The 
Lady Bunny, Crystal Waters, 
RuPaul, Donna Giles, Joey 
Arias and others, when it comes 
to San Francisco in June ’95. 

A truly great movie is 
Susanne Ofteringer’s Nico-Icon 
(Germany), the best celebrity 
doc since Maximilian Schell’s 
Marlene. This luminous work 
explores the deep inner scars 
that haunt Nico, the bad girl of 
the Velvet Underground. 
Ofteringer gets incredibly rich 
and resonant interviews from 
celebrities Viva, John Cale, Paul 
Morrissey, Jackson Browne and 
Nico’s son (sired by Alain 
Delon), Ari, who was intro¬ 
duced to heroin by his own 
mother. Absolutely haunting. 
Unfortunately, behind-the- 
scenes quibbling over music 
rights may postpone the film’s 
’95 release. 

Among the dramatic features 
in the Panorama were Jeremy 
Podeska’s elliptical Eclipse 
(Canada), Manta Giovanni’s LA 
lesbian-lite comedy Bar Girls 
(which opens in San Francisco 
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Ballot Measure 9 


later this month), and Dominique 
Deruddere’s trashy Suite 16 
(Belgium). From the Netherlands 
was Paul Ruven’s deconstruc¬ 
tionist mumbo-jumbo Paradise 
Framed , starring Udo Kier and 
Alexis Arquette. Look out, this 
one’s a real barker, and so is 
Wally White’s Lie Down, about a 
New York City club kid who 
escapes to Provincetown for a 
summer of sun and fun. It’s pure 
disco. 

Finest Features 

The finest feature films of the 
Berlin 45th Festival were 
Antonia Bird’s Priest, which 
opens locally later this month 
and, from Canada, Cynthia 
Robert’s The Last Supper. 

Priest is a knock-out. A 
young, conservative priest (Linus 
Roache) is confronted by his own 


hypocrisy and guilt when he is 
discovered having sex with 
another man. His life unravels as 
he attempts to reconcile his ideas 
about the teachings of Christ 
with the rigidity of the Catholic 
Church. From its richly nuanced 
script down to its elegantly 
detailed sound mix. Priest is fine 
filmmaking. Courageous, wise, 
and controversial, this is one of 
the most affecting films I’ve seen 
in years. 

Profound in different ways 
was The Last Supper. Based on 
the stage production by Toronto’s 
DNA Theatre, the film stars Ken 
McDougall, who died several 
days after it was shot at his real- 
life deathbed. The Last Supper 
follows the slow, meditative and 
intimate process of one man’s 
legal suicide. McDougall’s per¬ 
formance defies definition - it’s 


both beautiful and painful to 
watch. It’s refreshing to see a 
person with AIDS being played 
by a person with AIDS, not by 
Tom Hanks with KS make-up. 
The film is brave, radical, simple 
and pure. 

At the glamorous Gay Teddy 
Awards - Berlin’s answer to the 
Oscars - The Last Supper won 
Best Feature and Priest won the 
Audience Award, Best Film 
prize. Ballot Measure 9 
received the Magnus Jury 
Award, Trevor won Best Short 
and Deborah Hoffman’s 
Complaints of a Dutiful 

Daughter won Best 

Documentary. It was a super 
event. Jimmy Sommerville 
sang, intergalactic drag queens 
lip-synched, torch singers 

wailed, the dead were honored, 
and the awards were given. ▼

Growing Pains 


hat’s with these fabulously campy 
Australian films? Even when there’s 
no gay content, you feel there’s a gay 
beat in every scene. Or maybe there 
really is a whole country of straight people 
obsessed with ABBA? Anyway, the best of Strictly 
Ballroom and The Adventures of Priscilla, Queen of 
The Desert come together memorably in the new 
Miramax film, Muriel’s Wedding. 

Muriel (Toni Collete) is the hopelessly uncool 
and awkward name of our twentysomething hero¬ 
ine, whose life is paralyzed by an abusive father and 
a vicious set of catty, superficial girlfriends who are 
caught up in the nightmare of suburban, heterosex¬ 
ual values. Muriel can’t stop her compulsive lying, 


shoplifting and fashion crimes, and in the face of 
constant disapproving stares, all she can do is sit in 
her room crying while she listens to ABBA songs. 
Sound familiar? 

But Muriel’s Wedding does more than deliver 
salty parody, great production values and lots of 
laughs. This is a sophisticated female version of 
Revenge of the Nerds with a healthy dose of truly 
painful social commentary thrown in. It’s one of the 
best films I’ve seen so far this year - it’s very 
AbFabish and will definitely appeal to gay men and 
women. Take your best friend and skip gleefully to 
wherever it’s showing!

Lesbian Poet Linda Smukler 


Through a Dyke’s Eyes 


by Nisa Donnelly 

I f there is one word that 
describes poet Linda 
Smukler, it is intense. 
Soft-spoken, she choos¬ 
es her words carefully, leaning 
forward when she wants to make 
a point - and there are many 
points she wants to make. Like 
the fact that poets, especially les¬ 
bian poets, are too often not taken 
seriously by the literary estab¬ 


lishment. And the flimsy excuses 
closeted lesbian editors at some 
of the major magazines use to 
ignore them. And how it just may 
be that the publishing world’s old 
guard is retiring, making way for 
a whole new crop of daring 
young editors who won’t shy 
away from controversial work. 

At 40, this visual artist turned 
poet sees the world clearly through 
what Judy Grahn calls “dyke 
eyes,” translating pictures and 
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visions of childhood and adult¬ 
hood into sharp-edged word paint¬ 
ings that are unstintingly faithful to 
the worlds they seek to create. 

Although she lived in New 
York City for many years, 
Smukler now lives in upstate 
New York, where she works with 
developmentally-challenged 
young people. Raised in what she 
describes as a “squarely middle- 
class family” in the suburbs of 
Cleveland, Ohio, much of the 
work in her first book. Normal 
Sex, focuses on childhood and the 
emotional violence inflicted on 
lesbian girls, who often create 
rich fantasy lives as boys. 

Smukler is not the first lesbian 
poet to describe this inner world. 
Grahn has recalled in stunning 
detail how she desperately longed 
to be a boy. In the poem, “Tales 
of a Lost Boy,” Smukler 
describes her father coming home 
for dinner: “Dad walks over to 
me. ‘Hello little girl,’ he says. 
Hello little boy is what I hear.” 

Scenes from childhood are 
graphically illustrated in her 
poetry. In “Lawns,” a musing 
about lesbians finding their place 
in the world, she observes: 

If you take those green lawns 
and place them into your body you 
might have windows cars houses 
stubble flesh sprinklers and labia 
if you place those green lawns and 
lovely finished sidewalks and the 
cracks we all jumped over right

here into your belly the earth 
might fall through the sewer sys¬ 
tem and we would walk hand in 
hand down the streets to the traffic 
circle planted in elms to the golf 
course to a world where no one 
with a family 2.5 kids in each 
house could have figured on from 
the hard wall of lights outside the 
windows who could have known 
all those green lawns made this a 
me and a you to be together here a 
river at our backs your belly in my 
eyes your legs between my own 

And still today could I take 
you there? could I buy the house 
my parents bought in 1963 for 
34,000 dollars? could I move 
there with you my lover and our 3 
cats and live wedded? and what if 
there were a child? what would 
the houses say? would I care and 
why would I be there anyway? 

Normal Sex was published last 
spring by Firebrand Books. It 
was later nominated for a 
Lambda Literary Award in 
Lesbian Poetry. Smukler is also a 
winner of one of the $11,000 
Astrea awards for lesbian writers. 
She was in California recently, 
promoting her book, reading 
from new work and participating 
in the Readers and Writers II con¬ 
ference. Before a reading at 
Lioness Books in Sacramento, 
we met to talk about her life, 
work and lesbian writing. 

* * * 

Nisa Donnelly: Your work is 
extremely visual for being poetry. 
Where does this tradition come 
from for you? 

Linda Smukler: I originally 
studied fine arts, specifically paint¬ 
ing. So I think in very visual terms. 
I see things and meld the visual 
with the verbal. For me, the work 
starts with a voice, then it comes 
down to the details. My poetry is 
not metaphoric in the way we usu¬ 
ally think of metaphors. It pays 
great attention to detail. 

How did you make the transi¬ 
tion from art to writing? 

I consider it different levels of 
coming out, an evolution. I didn’t 
start taking writing seriously 
until 10 years ago, then a path 
opened up for me. I started mak¬ 


ing forays into lesbian literary 
culture, and I was doing some 
work at the Lesbian Archives. 
When I walked in there, I remem¬ 
ber thinking: This is my culture. I 
had never connected with my cul¬ 
ture on a literary level. That 
allowed me to connect with my 
spirit as a writer. 

There’s so much that can be 
done with poetry. My poetry does 
not look on the page the way you 
expect poetry to look. It’s in 
blocks of text, much the way you 
expect prose to look. This form 
for me has grown out of an organ¬ 
ic sense of how I hear these 
pieces. I read my work aloud 
often when I edit it, and I love 
reading my work, hearing it. 

When I first became seriously 
interested in writing, I became 
involved in a writing group. 
There, my work focused on the 
voice of a child. The voice had 
its own rhythm and its own way 
of seeing. That group really 
allowed the male child to come 
out. I love that voice; it broke all 
my narrative rules. It taught me 
to see the way a young child 
sees. Eventually, there were 
other voices, adult voices. And 
the adult voice is present in the 
new work. 

And that new manuscript is, I 
understand, going in different 
directions than your first book? 

The working title is. Home in 
Three Days. Don 7 Wash. I believe 
it’s a quote from Napoleon to 
Josephine. There’s sex, violence, 
love. The poems are in the form 
of an address to a lover, but it’s 
not an easy picture of sex or long¬ 
ing or love. It’s writing about sex 
and sexuality in a way that I 
haven’t written before. I’ve tried 
to detail sex in a way I’d try to 
detail anything in a poem. 

As a fiction writer, I also often 
hear the voices of my characters 
talking. And I’m sometimes sur¬ 
prised at what they tell me. 

When I write, I’m taken some¬ 
where that’s difficult to describe. 
Sometimes the work scares me. 
When it pushes boundaries, it 
leads me places I haven’t gone. 
Writing leads me to walk through 
certain kinds of fear. ▼ 
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- she has little faith in the press 
as representatives of the truth. 

Interwoven are accounts of 
her early family life, her mar¬ 
riage to director Tony 
Richardson and her children by 
him and actor Franco Nero, as 
well as her activities on the 
stage and screen. Redgrave’s 
autobiography is one of the 
more clear-headed tomes by a 
celebrity I’ve ever read. One 
doesn’t have to agree with her 
various stances to come away 
impressed with her zest for life 
and her zeal to leave the planet a 
better place than it was the day 
she arrived. ▼

Passionate Politics 


Vanessa Redgrave: 

An Autobiography 
by Vanessa Redgrave; 
Random House, $25 

C elebrities who dabble 
in politics are 
inevitably labeled 
dilettantes, and more 
often than not, the accusation is 
apt. But when a star involves 
herself in as many causes - 
British socialism, nuclear disar¬ 
mament, Vietnam, the quest for 
an independent Palestine - over 
as many years as has Vanessa 
Redgrave, one has, at the very 
least, to acknowledge the dedi¬ 
cation. Considering the threat 
her activities have posed to her 
acting career, about which 
Redgrave is equally passionate, 
perhaps even more acclaim is in 
order. 

Redgrave’s father Michael, 
himself an actor and a socialist, 
warned his daughter early on to 
soft-pedal her politics lest she 
“jeopardize and paralyze” her 
artistic career. Having been tem¬ 
porarily blacklisted by the BBC 
for supporting a socialist mani¬ 
festo published as World War II 
broke out, he knew the conse¬ 
quences firsthand. 

From the beginning, though, 
Vanessa saw her acting and pol¬ 
itics as inextricably linked. At 
one point during the nuclear 
“scare” of the early 1960s, she 
wrote to her father that her 
“awareness of all the life around 
me, political, personal, natural 
or theatrical, and my love for 
that life, which is why I act after 
all, had been doubly increased 
since becoming involved with 
the present political situation.” 

Later in life, she achieved a 
more workable balance, sched¬ 
uling her political activities so 
as not to interfere with the exer¬ 
cise of her craft, though her 
uncompromising support of 
groups like the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization led to 


lost work and expensive litiga¬ 
tion. In a high-profile case, 
Redgrave sued the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra in the 
early 1980s after she was 
engaged to perform in Oedipus 
Rex and then was quickly let go, 
apparently because of protests 
over her politics. 

A lesser talent would likely 
have been driven out of the busi¬ 
ness by now; it’s a tribute to her 
immense gifts as an actress that 
she has continued to work in 
spite of alienating so many 
employers and audience mem¬ 
bers.

Moribund Cocktail

ook publishers think 
people don’t read, that’s 
why they’re constantly 
trying to entice readers 
with cute visual gimmicks to lure 
us away from the TV. 

For example. The Fruit 
Cocktail Diaries isn’t merely a 
novel, words printed on plain, 
off-white sheets. Rather, the 
pages are ruled to represent 
loose-leaf paper. There are no 
page numbers, and intermittent¬ 
ly you stumble across pasted-up 
graphics in scrapbook style. Of 
course, no diary I’ve ever seen 
has been typeset, and no amount 
of design pseudo-finesse can 
epneeal the sheer emptiness of 
The Fruit Cocktail Diaries. 

There are two narrators. A 
straight girl (indicated by a girl¬ 
ish sans-serif typeface) who 
quits her unfulfilling job in a 
Midwestern advertising firm 
and moves to New York to find 
herself, and a gay boy (indicated 
by a mannish serif typeface) 
who moves to the Big Apple for 
similar reasons. Unbeknownst 
to each other, each writes his or 
her innermost thoughts in iden¬ 
tical diaries. The novel here is a 
mixture of the two journals. 

She thinks she’ll find herself by 
waiting tables, drinking too much 
and sitting in a shoe-box-sized 
apartment musing over her adoles¬ 
cence. When not mulling over the 
past, she’s visiting a guy at a bar 
she has a crush on and to whom 
she says really stupid things. 
Eventually she trades her apron in 



for a pair of uptown pumps. 

He thinks he’ll find himself 
by waiting tables, snorting too 
much coke and wandering the 
streets at night. He likes a cer¬ 
tain guy but just can’t commit. 
He expends a lot of energy fend¬ 
ing off amorous advances. He 
eventually buys a used car and 
hits the road. And, like his 
female counterpart, perfectly 
mundane occurrences - conver¬ 
sations with homeless people, 
haircuts - spark seemingly end¬ 
less epiphanies. 

The most remarkable thing 
about these characters is how 
cliche they are. Anyone who has 
moved from suburbia to a big 
city will recognize this story a 
million times over. So why write 
it? One could argue that the 
cheesy language was an attempt 
to emulate real, honest-to-good- 
ness diary writing (everybody 
wants to be Jean Cocteau), but 
that’s giving these two writers 
way too much credit. No style, 
no substance: leave The Fruit 
Cocktail Diaries on the shelf. ▼ 


Forever Bland 


Forever

f you’ve read and enjoyed 

Evelyn Kennedy’s earlier 

Naiad novels (Cherished 

Love, Of Love and Glory, 
To Love Again), run, don’t walk, 
away from this one; do not, 
under any circumstances, bur¬ 
den your reading life with 
Forever, a novel that gives new 
meaning to words like ghastly, 
dreadful and boring. 

Sister Diana is a happy nun, 
in love with God (and believe 
me, her god is definitely the 
kind that requires a capital G), 
studying to become a nurse 
practitioner so she can minister 
to the heathens, when she meets 
(in a meeting so cute that it 
belongs in a really terrible TV 
movie) Dr. Torrie Lassiter 
(Lassitude would be more like 
it), and suddenly starts having 
feelings that she never, ever had 
about God: “The stark white 
heat of desire flowed like 
molten lava through Diana’s 
veins and started new fires of 
passion in her heart. Diana 
wanted Torrie. The thought 
formed in her mind like smoke 
rising from a roaring fire.” Time 
passes, with each woman long¬ 
ing for the other, and resisting 
temptation with enough rigor to 
please a dozen saints. 

But, of course, love tri¬ 
umphs, until a nasty illness (you 
see, this could be a very bad TV 
movie), threatens (for a page or 


two) to tear the lovers apart. But 
love triumphs, again, and the 
lovers come out to family and 
friends, and vow that their love 
shall overcome the bonds of 
time and space and last - can 
you guess? - forever. 

On the way to that forever, 
Torrie and Diana explain to each 
other and to other lesbians (and 
to anyone who will listen) that 
being a lesbian is about a lot 
more than just making love. 
Although, since Torrie and 
Diana spend more time fucking 
than a warren full of homy rab¬ 
bits, I’m not sure that they’re 
quite convincing on that point. 

Kennedy’s writing was never 
her strong suit, but her charac¬ 
ters were interesting enough to 
carry her novels. Not so in her 
latest opus. The characters in 
Forever, both major and minor, 
would have to go some distance 
to have even a fraction of a 
dimension. 

As for the writing, it has 
more unintentional laughs than a 
Bulwer-Lytton knock-off. 
Consider the vivid “balanced on 
the razor’s edge of ecstasy.” I 
have often been accused of tak¬ 
ing things too literally, but I can 
only think that anywhere on a 
razor’s edge would be mighty 
painful. In fact, the only thing 
more painful I can think of is 
having to read this awful novel. 
It’s early yet, I know, but Forever 
is definitely a strong contender 
for the worst novel of 1995. ▼
